THE PRESIDENT AND CABINET PANIC-STRUCK 


LY THE IMPENDING DISASTER IN NEW 


Special LHspatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 24.—The follow- 
ing statement as to the recent action and eon- 
templated action of the President and his 
Cabinet with respect to the political situa- 
tion in New York and elsewhere, is derived 
from so high a source that there can be no 
reasonable doubt as to its accuracy in all 
essential particulars. It will be seen 
that the visit of the President has 
been of unusual significance, and that the 
political chapter which is now about to be 
opened by the Administration is the most 
important one thus far of the campaign. 
President Arthur will return to New York 
tomorrow, having accomplished the object 
for which he came to Washington. Al- 
though he spent ten days at Alexandria Bay, 
he did not entirely forget the political situa- 
tion, especially in New York. With him 
was 


A PERSONAL FRIEND, R. d. DUN. 
It is now known that the political situation 
was talked over at the time, and that Gen. 
Arthur confessed that his political life was 
at stake in the approaching election in New 
York. The relations of Judge Folger to the 
Cabinet and to the parties in New York were 
fully discussed, and Gen. Arthur then said 
that, as soon as he had finished 
his engagement in Boston, he would 
go to Washington, and have a final corsulta- 
tion with his Cabinet upon the situation. He 
thought this would be especially justified by 
the fact that Folger, a member of his Cabinet, 
was a candidate for Governor. 
SECRETARY FOLGER 
had intimated to him his entire willingness 
to resign the position of Secretary if it was 
thought best. Gen. Arthur communicated 
with the Cabinet, urging that they meet him 
in Washington by Friday of last week. They 
were all here except Attorney-General 
Brewster, who was unable to be present. 
At this first meeting the situation in 
New York, Pennsylvania, and elsewhere was 
discussed with great freedom, and the va- 
rious views of members of the Cabinet were 
obtained by the President. The President 
did not commit himself, however, at that 
time, simply contenting himself with ob- 
taining the 
VIEWS OF HIS ADVISERS. 

He said, however, that he considered the 
situation of vital importance to the Repub- 
licam party, and that in his own State mat- 
ters had so shaped themselves as to make it 
important to his Administration to sueceed, 
although he had last summer thought oth- 
erwise. It was plain that the main 
question as to which Gen. Arthur de- 
sired the opinion of the Cabinet was 
whether Judge Foiger should remain in his 
Cabinet, or retire before his election. Judge 
Folger said that his presence at Cabinet 
meetings was an embarrassment to the Cabi- 
net; that the other members did not speak 
with their customary freedom. His personal 
relations with the President and Cabinet 
have been so friendly that that very fact act- 
ed as 
A CONSTRAINT UPON THEIR INTERCHANGE 

OF OPINION. 
He therefore said at the meeting that he 
should go to New York; that he trusted the 
Cabinet, during his absence, would discuss 
is own relations to the situation with perfect 
freedom, and that their conclusions should 
be sent to him at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. Healso stated that the Republican 
Committee of New York had been urging 
him to take an active part in the canvass, 
and had informed him that it was vital that 
he should do so. ; 

THAT NIGHT, 
(last Friday) immediately after the Cabinet 
meeting, it appears a dispatch passed be- 
tween William E. Chandler, Secretary of the 
Navy, and John F. Smyth, Secretary of the 
Republican Committee of New York; and 
Cougressman Crowley, who was here, lett 
on theevening train for New York City, in- 
trusted with a message giving in detail what 
the cipher dispatches 3 hinted at. 
lucidentally it may be said that immediately 
after Crowley’s interview With Smyth it was 
announced that Judge Folger would speak 
in Brooklyn. 

ON SATURDAY 
there was. another Cabinet meeting, which 
was held there for the reason that Secretary 
Teller was obliged to leave that night for 
Colorado. The situation was considered at 
great length at that time, but no definit con- 
clusion was reached. This afternoon still 
another Cabinet meeting was held upon 
the subject. There seems also to have been 
a special conference last night at_the Sol- 
diers’ Home cottage, where the President 
stops. Secretary Chandler, Frank Hatton 
of the Post-Oflice Department, and Assistant 
Secretary New of the Treasury, and Attor- 
ney-General Brewster were present. This 
afternoon it was understood that some def- 
init conclusion would be reached respecting 
Judge Folger’s relation to the Cabinet, as 
well as to the general plan of the Admini* 
tration in New York and Pennsylvania. 

SECRETARY CHANDLER 
seems to have been the aggressive member. 
He stated that, in his opinion, the question 
had passed beyond one of mere personal 
consideration. While no member of the 
Cabinet would regret more than he the 
loss of Judge Folger, still the exigencies 
of the situation and of the Republican 
party, in his opinion, made it absolutely nec- 
essary that Judge Foiger should at once take 
an active part in the campaign. The fact 
that Conkling had declined to speak, al- 
though urged by the President himself, had 
made this specially necessary. It was be- 
lieved that nothing short of 
HIS PERSONAL PRESENCE 
in New York would stem the tide in the 
country districts, and if Judge Folger should 
take this active part it would be necessary 
for him not to hold a position iu the 
Cabinet, Should he remain in the Cab- 
inet it would render the Administration 
liable to charges to which it could 
not reply, and it would weaken Judge Fol- 
ger's 14 and while his resignation 
miant bea personal sacrifice, the situauon 
demanded it. This view was taken by every 
member of the Cabinet, and when Secretar 
Teller’s written communication was t 
was found that he also held the same opin- 
ion. President Arthur then stated that he 
admit the strength of those

POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS 
BEFORE THE SUPREME COURT OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 24.—The “ polit- 
ical assessment” case of Newton M. Curtis 
(No. 6, Original petition for habeas corpus) 
was called in the United States Supreme 
Court at halt-past 2 this afternoon. The 
eourt-room was nearly deserted, owing tothe 
uncertainty as to the time when the case 
would be reached. Ex-Assistant Attorney- 
General Smith, of counsel for the peti- 
tioner, opened the argument with a brief re- 
cital of the facts upon which the petition for 
habeas corpus was based. Gen. Curtis, an 
ewployé of the Treasury Department in the 
custom-house in New York, is now under- 
going imprisonment by virtue of a judg- 
ment of the United States Circuit Court for 
the Southern District of New York, ren- 
dered upon an indictment charging him as 
an empluyé of the United States with having 
received money for political purposes from 
other employés of the Government, coutrary 
to the statute of 1876. 

A WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS IS ASKED FOR 
to relieve him from this imprisonment, and 
to bring his ease before this court for re- 
view. Smith began his argument dy assert- 
ing that the court below had no jurisdic 
of the case, for the reason that n. Curtis, 
at the time of the alle offense, was not an 
* executive officer” of the Government with- 
in the meaning of the statute. He was an 
expert of whose special and technical know!l- 
edge the Government availed itself in a cer- 
tain class of custom cases. The expert ina 
custom-house is not an “ executive officer ” 
of the United States. This being so heis 
not amenable to the statute under which he 
was indicted, and the court below had no 
right to try him. Ifthe person indicted be 
not such a person as the law descri then 
the court hasno jurisdiction. Whether a 
man is an “ executive officer” or not, isa 
jurisdictional question. At this point Smith 
was . 
STOPPED BY THE CHIEF-JUSTICE, 
who asked: 

Isn't that a question for a jury?“ 

Smith contended it was also a question for 
this court. 

, The Chief-J ustica—Is it nota question of 
act? . 

Mr. Smith—It is, but it is a question upon 

which the jurisdiction of the court below de- 
— and is therefore a question for your 
onor. 

The Chief-J ustice—Do I understand you to 
be of the opinion that this court, on habeas 
corpus proceedings, can ascertain whether 
Gen. Curtis was or was not an executive 
officer”’—that we can go through the record 
and look into the testimony for that purpose? 

Smith said such was his belief. 

The Chief-Justice asked no further ques- 
tions, but smiled in a way which seemed to 
indicate that he took a different view of the 

rovince of the United States Supreme Court 

n such a case. 

Smith continued to maintain that this court 
was asupreme judge of both the law and the 
facts, but he brought upon himself such a 
tire of embarrassing questions from all parts 
of the bench, particularly from the Chief- 
Justice and Justices Field, Harlan, and Gray, 
that he abandoned this branch of his argu- 
ment. 

Smith next took up the question of 

THE CONSTITWTIONALITY OF THE LAW. 

It is not,” he said, “a statute to prevent 
the levy of political assessments. It is a law 
against voluntary contributions for political 
purposes, and it is nothing else.

The Last Decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in the Litigation Be- 
tween the Old Chicago, Danville & Vin- 
cinnes and the Chicago & Eastern 
Hiinois. 

A dispatch from Washington states that 
the Supreme Court of the United States has 


just filed the following decision in the case 


of the old bondholders of the Chicago, Dan- 
ville & Vincennes against the Chicago & 
Eastern Lilinois Railroad Company: 

„»The Chicago, Danville & Vincennes Rail- 
road Company et al, appellants, vs. W. P. 
Fosdick et al. Appeal from the Circuit 
Courtof the United States for the Northern 
District of Illinois. This case was argued 
and decided at the last term of the court. but 
onaccountof an imperfection in the rec- 
ord the decision was set aside and a petition 
for a rehearing granted. The case having 
been reargued, the court now orders 
that the appeal from the decrees of 
April 12, 1877, and of April 16, 1877, 
respectively be dismissed upon the ground 
that those decrees were vacated by the re- 
versal of the prior decree of foreclosure and 
sale rendered Dec. 5. 1876, and that the de- 
cree entered Nov. 19, 1877, in favor of F. W. 
Huidekoper, Thomas W. Shannon, and 
John M. Dennison, Trustees, be reversed, 
and that the cause be remanded, with direc- 
tions to proceed thereon as may be just and 
equitable.” 

A TRIBUNE representative called upon Mr. 
D. J. Mackey, Vice-President and Genera! 
Manager of the Chicago & Eastern Lilinois, 
to find eut what effect this decision would 
have upon the contest between his company 
and the stockholders of the old Chicago, 
Danville & Vincennes. ) 

Mr. Mackey said that he did not fully com- 
prehend the dispatch, and could not say 
what effect it would have on the controversy. 

Inn TRIBUNE representative then called 
upon Mr. Edwin Walker, the attorney of the 
bondholders of the Chicago, Danville & Vin- 
eennes, aud who has just returned from 
Washington, where he has been arguing the 
ease before the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Walker stated that this last decision of 
the Supreme Court vacates the orders of the 
Circuit Court confirming the Master’s report 
of the sale under the original decree and the 
orders directing the Master to execute and 
deliver the purchasers a deed of prop- 
erty. This ves the foreclosufe proceed- 
ings precisely as the case stood at the first 
reference to the Master before the decree. 

case will be referred to ascertain 
the amount now due on the first-mortgage 
bonds. Upon this reference the Master will 
probably be required to ascertain and report 
the net earnings of the road from the time 
the purchasers were given possession, April, 
1877. These purchasers, now represented by 
the Chicago & Eastern Lilinois, claim to be 
the owners of 2,320 of the 2,500 bonds, and 
their claim will be reduced by the net earn- 
ings.

The Chicago & Grand Trunk Trying to 


Prevent the New Pontiac Road from 
Crossing it at Grade Near Imlay 
(hy, Mich.—Why Crossings at Grade 
Should Be Abandoned. 

An interesting contest between the Chiea- 
zo & Grand Trunk and the new Pontiac, 
Port Austin & Caseville Railroad Com panies 
is now in progress, which is to settle the 
question whether roads can cross each other 
at grade where steep grades have to be sur- 
mounted and the consequent danger to hu- 
man life from accidents becomes very great, 
The Pontiac, Port Austin & Caseville Rail- 
road Company has been trying to force a 
level crossing across the track of the Chicago 
& Grand Trunk Railway near Imlay City, at 
the foot of a grade of over sixty feet to the 
mile. The Chieago & Grand Trunk has 
offered to raise its grade if the other 
line would consent to go underneath, but 
the latter refuse to do this, and insist 
upon crossing at grade, A few weeks 
ago the matter was referred toa commission 
appointed under the terms of the Michi- 
gan railroad laws. This commission con- 
cluded its labors at Lapeer, Mich., last Sat- 
urday, by bringing in a report that they were 
unable to agree as to the amount of damages 
to be awarded to the Chicago & Grand Trunk 
Company. The case will therefore have to 
be tried over again unless some compromise 
is agreed upon in the meantime. 

‘The Chicago & Granu Trunk has taken a 
determined stand and is making a very vigor- 
ous ughi to prevent what it considers would 
be an exceedingly dangerous crossing, both 
for the railway companies and the traveling 
public. The Chief Engineers of neariy 
all the railroads in Michigan, as well 
as a number of the Chief Engineers 
of the principal roads centering in this city, 
were present at the grial as experts, and gave 
stroug and united testimony against such a 
cr:.ssing as the Pontiac, Port Austin & Case- 
ville Company intends to make. They all 
agreed that the propused crossing would be 
a very dangerous one for both the railway 
companies interested and the public, and the 
fact that the Chicago & Grand Trunkchas of- 
fered to raise its grade at its own expense, 
which will subject it to an outlay of about 
$10,000, in order to enable the Pontiac Road 
to go underneath, without extra expense, in- 
dicates its desire to act fairly in the matter. 
The new trial will be watched with consid- 
erable interest by all those connected with 
the operations of. railroads, as the 
time draws near when all @rade-crossings 
must be abandoned by the railroads in this 
country. ‘The dangers connected with level 
crossings or crossings at grade have been re- 
peatedly shown in these columus, and the 

ple have only to remember the Stock- 
‘ards accident atthe crossing of the Fort 
Wayne, Lake Shore, and Western indiana 
Roads in this city last May to appreciate 
fully the necessity of a law to press level 
or grade crossings except where it is physical- 
ly impossible for the road desiring a crossing 
to go over or underneath the existing tracks. 


Continuous-Train Tickets Over the 
Trunk Lines and Connecting Roads 
Issued in New York. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, Oct. 24.— Agents begah issuing 

the continuvus-train tickets over the trunk 
lines and connecting roads between New 
York and the differentia! points in the West 
—Chicago, Cincinnati, and St. Lonis—today. 
The tickets are designed to shut off the scalp- 
ers, who have hitherto found a means of 
evading the restrictions of the roads and of- 
fering arate lower than the regular fare. 
The new tickets afford no loophole for eva- 
sion of their terms. They, are irunclad. 
The purchaser must travel on the train desig- 
nated by his ticket, and the trip must be 
a continuous one between the ter- 
minal points. There is no such thing 
as waiting over at any point, even for one 
train, or no longer than a half-hour. There 
was a meeting of the General Passenger 
Agents of the trunk lines at Commissioner 
Fink’s office yesterday. The subject of the 
low-rate tickets over the Lake Erie & West- 
ern and the Chicago & Alton Kailroads. to 
Kansas City and St. Louis came up, but was 
left to Commissioner Fink to settle. A ticket 
which had been purchased by the agent of 
the Pennsylvania Kailroad was exhibited. 
Commissioner Fink had written to G. 
W. Smith, the General Passenger Agent 
of the Lake Erie & Western, 
and deinanded au explanation of the presence 
of the greatnumber of tickets in the market. 
An agent of a competing line said today 
that if nothing was done to protect the other 
roads cutting must be resumed.

A Large Judgment Against the Credit 
Moblller of America in Favor ot the 
Union Pacific Koad,

New York, Oct. 24.—The apparently in- 

terminadle litigation respecting the compli- 
cated affairs of the Union Pacific Railroad 
and the Crédit Mobiliercame upina new 
shape today, when a judgmentof $1,299,- 
365.81 in favor of the Union Pacific Railway 
Company and against the Crédit Mobilier of 
America, was entered in the Supreme Court. 
This judgment was taken by default, the 
Crédit Mobilier having failed to answer the 
complaint, which, with the summons, was 
Served upon its President, Jay Gould, at his 
office, Oct. 2 The claim upon which the suit 
is based was originally had by Thomas C. 
Durant, Oakes Ames, and other persons 
wh > were interested in both the old Union 
Pacific Railroad Company and the Crédit 
Mobilier, and who’were trustees under con- 
tracts made in 1807 to secure the payment of 
the latter corporation by the former for the 
construction of its railroad. It is claimed 
that these trustees loaned to or paid out on 
account of the Crédit Mobilier up to Nov. 22 
1867, $655,550.74 more than the Crédit Mobil- 
jer repaid in auy N The claim ot the 
trustees was assigned in August, 1881, to the 
present plaintiff, which is the corporate 
successor of the original Union Pacific Rail- 
road Company and of several other ruilroad 
corporations tributary to it. In the suit the 
original payment of the Crédit Mobilier, with 
interest for seventeen years, eleven months, 
and two days, was demanded, making sum 
of 81,209,348. 14. This sum was increased to the 
amount of the judgment, by $18.67 for costs 
ana disbursemeuts.

The good ship Welcome came up 
the river a little late, it is true, but the cannon 
boomed loudly and the reception was 
witnessed by ten times the whole number of 
people in the province when Penn first 
landed 200 years ago. After the opening 
ceremonies the line of march was taken up, 
aud the procession began to move. It was 
about four hours in passing, and moved 
without hitches or breaks. A careful 
enumeration of the line showed that there 
were a few less than 20,000 men in this, the 
first of the four great parades of the week. 

THE STREETS WERE CROWDED 
and the city was never before, even in the 
Kreat days of the Centennial, so handsomely 
and so universally decorated, The hotels 
are jammed to the walls, and cots have re- 
placed the billiard tables in more than one 
house. No untoward accident happened 
until evening, when five persons were 
killed and a number of others in- 
jured by the explosion of a mortar 
used in the display of fireworks. Few have 
any idea of the seriousness of the accident. 
Many went away, aud will not learn until 
tomorrow morning that there was such a loss 
of life and limb. The following persons 
were killed and wounded: —

Mrs. Mary Ann Cookley, aged 30 years, in- 
stautly killed, her head having been pu- 
tially carried away and one arm torn from 
the socket,

THE DISPLAY OF FIREWORKS 
took place at a point a little above the Green 
street entrance to Fairmount, Park, at the 
foot of Lemon Hill. The frames for the ex- 
hibition of the set pieces were placed in an 
open space ftronting the park. The 
attendance was larger than upon any 
similar occasion since the Centen- 
nial. On the way to the park the 
cars were so crowded that many passengers 
hung desperately to the tail-Doards and 
clambered on the roofs. Everything could 
be viewed comfortably by the standing thou- 
sands who formed One dense block of up- 
turned faces covering the whole extent of 
ground from the river to the railroad track 
in one direction, and from the Lincoln statue 
to the farm in the other. 
THE EXHIBITION 
began with a shower of rockets followed by 
a rain of gold stars, and then the first of the 
set pleces burst into view in hundreds 
of flaming jets and colors. It rep- 
resented the Welcome lymg at anchor 
on the sea. More rockets, polichrome 
stars, trees of gold, and silver waterfalls of 
amber, and then a loud explosion resulting 
in a haze of thick smoke filled the air. This 
was speedily chased away by a storm of brill- 
iant rockets in myriads.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct, 24.—No more fit-

* Landing-Day” than that which prevailed 
this morning. At no time during even the 
Centennial period was any event so thor- 
oughly and heartily supported by the public, 
which filled the streets, the river front, the 
windows and roofs of the houses fronting or 
overlooking the Delaware, and all sorts of 
gayly-decorated craft on the river. 

A MARINE PROCESSION,

DESTRUCTIVE BLAZES. 


Burning of the Storehouse of the Goss & 
Phillips Planiag-ill—Loss $60,000, 
Insurance $22,000, 

At fifteen minutes past 6 o’clock William 
Corrigan and a companion named Hefner 
were in the paint-shop at Goss & Phillips’ 
sash, door, and blind factory at the corner of 
Fisk and Twenty-second stree*s, lighting a 
lamp. Corrigan struck a match and acci- 
dentally dropped it to the floor. It feli upon 
an oil-soaked board and flared up and spread 
quickly over a considerable spgce. The 
young men made frantic efforts toextinguisi) 
the blaze, but were unsuccessful, and when 
they saw it nearing a barrel of oil they 
left very suddenly. Running to anotner 
portion off the building they told 
William Mattei, the night-watchman, that 
the building was on fire. He immediately 
notified the telephone office at the corner of 
Canalport avenue and Halsted street, and the 
operator sent engines Nos. 15 and 23 to the 
place on a still. Four minutes later box No. 
364, located at the corner of Morgan and 
Twenty-second streets, was pulled, calling 
out Chief Swenie, Marshals Campion and 
Myers, engines Nos. 2, 8, and 25, and 
hook-and-ladder trucks Nos.4 and 5. When the 
Marshals arrived they found that the whole 
interior of the great wareliwuse attached to 
the establishment was a mass of flames, 
whose roaring and crackling was easily dis- 
tinguishable. Heavy smoke poured from 
every crevice, but there was no way of get- 
ting at the tire, the building being provided 
on all sides with heavy irou shutters, which 
had been closed and fastened for the night 
when the hands stopped work early in the 
evening. Under the circumstauces the fire- 
men did the best they could, cutting tne 
shutters in one or two places and using the 
doors from the shop through which to direct 
their streams. Within ten minutes it be- 
came very evident that the force at hand 
would be unable to handle the fire, and Mar- 
shal Campion turned in a second alarm, 2-11, 
to which engines No. 5, 6, 7, 9, 18, and 28, 
heok-and-ladder truck No, 8, and Marshals 
Schnur and Musham responded. At 6:45 
o’clock an additional foree consisting of en- 
gines No. 1. 10. 17, 21, and 31, tick No. 2, 
and Marshals Conway and Suay were sum- 
moned on a third alarm, 3-11, struck by Mar- 
shal Musham. 

For nearly two hours after the fire started 
it burned inside the building without giving 
any evidence of its presence beyond the 
heavy smoke. Eventually, however, it broke 
through the roof and illuminated the whole 
south western portion of the city. A moder- 
ate breeze was blowing from the south west, 
and the flames threatened to jump to the dry- 
ing-kilns immediately to the north of the 
warehouse. ‘To prevent this and to protect 
surrounding property, Marshal Petrie at 8:26 
o’clock made a special call for Engines Nos. 
12, 14, 22, and 30. ‘I'wice the fire got into the 
main building containing the machinery and 
a large stock of material in the rough and 
party made up, but both times Marshal Cam- 
pion 


CAUGHT AND CHECKED IT. 

From tne start the Marshals regarded the 
walis with distrust, and the men were or- 
dered to watch them carefully and take no 
risks. Judt after the flames burned through 
the roof a part of the east wall, without pre- 
liminary Warning, fell out, nearly burying a 
lot of firemen who stood 1 2 under- 
neath it. None of them wee injured, and 
the Opening in the wall offered a new Point 
of attack. Streams were carried to the roof 
of the shop, adjoining on the south, and di- 
rected upon the flames through an opening 
made in the wall. Ocher roofs on 
the east and west of the fire 
were occupied by firemen with power- 
ful streains. Despite the tremendous volume 
of water poured upon the flames by twenty 
engines, the premises continued to burn 
fiercely for four hours, and it was long atter 
widuight before the last spark was extin- 
guished and all the companies “took up” 
and went home. In spite of the disadvan- 
tages they had to contend with, closed shut- 
ters, dangerous walls, and at ove time a 
scarciéy of water, the “boys”’ Randled the 
fire in splendid shape, preventing its spread 
to surrounding vaiuable property, and con- 
fining it almost entirely to the building in 
which it started. 

The structure destroyed was a four-story 
prick building, 62x135 feet, and was valued at 
810,000. It was situated in the rear of the 
factory which fronts on | Twenty-second 
street. and fronted on Fisk street. It was 
built expressly for storage purposes, and was 
nearly always well filled with products of 
the factory—doors, sashes, and blinds. It was 
specially crowded at this time, the firm hay- 
ing on Handi its fall stock, and the loss will 
prove larger than at almost any other time of 
‘ear. During the progress of the blaze a 
[TRIBUNE reporter encountered Mr. J. II. 
Beal, Superintendent of the works, and had 
a talk willi him regarding it; He said that 
the ss on stock would not fall far short 
of 800, upon which there was per- 
haps $25, insurance, but he did not 
know positively about the latter figure. 
The conflagration would not)seriously affect 
the firm save to embarrass ras in the mat- 
ter of filling some of the heavy orders that 
have recently come in. However, they hope 
to be able in a very few days to serve all of 
their customers promptly. As for the fac- 
tory work it would not be) interrupted in 
auy way. The 500 hands employed in it 
would be set to work as usual this morning 
and no delay weuld be experienced. On 
contrary extra werk would probably be re- 
quired of the men for a few days. No em- 
loyés will be thrown out of work by the 

re, — services of the few who labored in 


the & acing-rool being ore the same as 
before. ‘The firm will require a temporary 
storehouse until they can have vppor- 
tunity to rebuild, Withal the fire was re- 
garded by Mr. as a remarkably 
fortunate one for the reason that had the 
wind been from almost any other direction 
than southeast the factory would have been 
in great peril. Mr. Beal looked upon the 
iron shutters on the building as of very lit- 
tle account save to reduce .the cost of insur- 
ance, and thouglt that but for them some of 
the stock —— have been saved from the

He Has Turned Out a Pack of Thieves 
and Averted a Bioody Outbreak. 

PrescoTtT,Ari., Oct. 244.—Authentic news, 
received at headquarters here, confirm the 
report that Gen. Crook has effectual 
stopped the Indian outbreak that at one tinie 
seemed inevitable at San Carlos.

BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 

In the absence of any sensauonal failures 
or speculative movements of importance in 
the great centres of business, the financial 
attention of the country is concentrated for 
the moment on our foreign trade. Septem- 
ber exports of breadstuffsare reported by the 
Bureau of Statistics at $24,506,067 in this 
year against $19,447,433 in 1881. But this is 
the only increase. Exports of provisions for 
the moyth was but $7,453,744, against 89.00. 
As in September, 1881. Cotton exports are 
estimated to show a decrease for the month of 
$2, 400,000, and petroleum drops about $1,200,- 
000, Taking the three months ending with 
Sept. 30, the breadstuff exports were $68,- 
656,588 in 1882, $65,471,721 in 1881, and 880. 
$47,502 in 1880. The shortage of the corn 
crops stands out plainly in the contrast be- 
tween the exports of $16,522,376 in 1880 and 
$1,256,415 this year. 

When we come to imports there are but 
the faintest Signs to be detected of 2 
crease in their amount. Last week New 
York imported $26,000 less than in the cor- 
responding week of last year, A decrease of 
that amount in a total of over 0.000, 000 is 
not a large percentage. Since the first of the 
year New York has imported $52,087,915 more 
of merchandise, and has exported 830, 100,171 
leas than last year. This is not a state of at- 
fairs which will make the Bank of England 
worry about having to export any large 
amount of gold to this country. 

Sigus of an Improvement in exports are 
not visible. It is morethan probable that the 
movement which has already taken place 
was a kind of overflow, which will grow 
smaller now that those farmers who had to 
sell have parted with their produce. 
Whether the financiers of the East approve 
of itor not, it is apparently settled that the 
majority of the Western farmers Will not 
throw their grain on the market at present. 
Railroad earnings and general business can 
hardly fail to feel this in dithinished reeeipts. 

The effects will be transmitted to the re- 
motest nerves of dur financial system it the 
country keeps up its reckless imports of for- 
eign luxuries. When in the fall of 1880 it 
became evident that the country, intoxicated 
by its imports of foreign gold, was plunging 
into new enterprises at a rate that would 
soak upall its money and bring back the 
panic, a halt was called by the conservative 
press and the disaster averted, When the 
men who were signing their names, without 
stopping to think, to all sorts of schemes 
had the grand totals of the liabilities capital 
was incurring placed befure their eyes they 
drew back. ; 

Thecry of warning raised then by the 
newspaper press put a stop to a vast amount 
of crazy financiering. It is time now for 
similar alarm about our extravagance and 
luxury. If ey Will take thought the peo- 
ple can correct this wild living. An extrav- 
agance of speculation has been followed by 
an extravagance of living. Expansion of 
debt will follow, and that will be the begin- 
ning of the end of our vacation from panics. 


THE FALSE PROPHET OF THE SOUDAN. 

The Faise Prophet of the Soudan, who pe- 
Dee od looms up on the distant horizon of 
Egyptian effairs, has once more asserted 
himself, and this time in a very emphatic 
manner. It will be remembered that about 
the time of the bombardmént of Alexandria 
there were reports of his advance from the 


Soudan into Upper Egypt, and when Arabi, 


Bey retreated to Kafr-el-Dwar it was said 
that the victorious Prophet was fsweeping 
everything before him, and would speedily 
join Arabi, and not only help him to over- 
come the English, but all the other foes of 
Islam, and at last consolidate the followers 
of Islam, dethrone the Sultan, and place him- 
self in the Caliphate. Nothing, however, has 
been heard from him since that time guntil 
now, when he reappeats, still advaneing and 
still conquering, and rallying the fierce Af- 
rican tribes around his standard. 

It the news from Khartoum be true, at the 
head of the whole able-bodied population of 
the Soudan, reinforced by swarms of canni- 
bals, he has defeated the armies of the 
Egyptian Governors of the Soudan in seven 
pitched battles, which must have been very 
sanguinary, as 8.000 Egyptians are reported 
killed, the wounded and prisoners being lior- 
ribly tortured, and some of them devoured 
by the cannibals for refusing to recognize the 
Prophet as the real Caliph. It is also said 
that the remnant of the Egyptian army has 
been driven back to Khartoum, and is tire 
besieged by the victorious Prophet's army. 
The besieged city is in Sennaar. and at the 
junction of the Blue and White Nile, and is 
the centre of goverment of the Soudan. 
Dr. Schweinfurth, the famous German ex- 
plorer, who has made several expeditions 
through the Soudan country, is certain that 
this isa movement for the revival of Islam- 
ism notonly in Egypt, but throughout Mo- 
roceo, Algeria, and all Northern Africa, and 
affirms that the Prophet's adherents are jain- 
ing him by thousands full of fanatical en- 
thusiasin. 

Mr. Biunt, who has written much on Islam- 
ism and who is well posted on the subject, 
contributes ‘some interesting matter which 
bears upon this point. Belief in a coming 
* Mohady,” or Messiah, who will restore the 
waning fortunes of Islam, is common among 
all the followers of Mohammed, and the com- 
binations of events now existing in Northern 
Africa tavor the realization of the legends 
and prophecies bearing upon the advent of 
the deliverer, For instance. it is declared in 
the traditions that the Messiah wil! come 
from a distance; that the dominion of the 
Calip will be absorbed by the infidels: that 
there Will be a great | @'tle, and that in the 
resulting crisis the Mohady” will appear and 
march triumphantly on to the administration 
of Islam until Mohammed himselt appears. 
With Morocco in the hands of Spain, Algeria 
aud Tunis wrested from the tempora! sov- 
ereignty by France, Egypt in English posses- 
sion, and the most of Turkey lost by the Kus- 
sian war, it would seem that there is but lit- 
tle left to be absorbed by the infidels, It is 
stated that the doctrine of the coming isnot 
contained in the Koran, but is derived from 
tradition, and that the words of the tradition 
are: “When there shall remain but one tiay 
of the days of thé earth God shal! prolong 
that day, and shall send forth from my house 

A man bearing my name and the nameof my 
father (Mohammed Ibn Abdallah), and he 
shall purify the earth from injustice, and fill 
it with that which is right.“ One who heard 


“From which of thy descendants, O Apostle 
of God, shall the Mohady be?“ The Prophet 
stretched out his hand toward his grandson 
Hussein, and said; “From this child shall 
he come.“ 

The testimony of all writers upon Moslem 
affairs agrees in the declaration that this 
prophecy is uuiversally believed by Moham- 
med’s followers. It isa curious fact in con- 
nection with the sudden appearance of the 
Soudan claimant that personally he agrees 
with the tenor of the prophecy, which was to 
the following effect: ‘On the first month of 
Moharren, in the year 1300 (Nov. 12, 1882), 
will appear El Mehdi or Messiah. He will 
be exactly 40 years of age and of noble bear- 
ing. One arm will be longer than the other. 
His father’s name will be Mohammed, his 
mother’s Fatima, and ne will be hidden fora 
time prior to his manifestation.” Still more 
curious is it that the year 1300 6f the Mo- 
hammedan era is the year 1882 of the Chris- 
tian, and that the year 1882 has been fixed by 
some Biblical students, calculating from Old 
Testament prophecies, as the year that would 
witness the downfall of the Turkish Empire. 
Whether Senoussi-el-Mehdi, the Soudan con- 
queror, be a false prophet or true prophet, it 
is evident that he has probabilities enough in 
his favor to convince the fanatical Mosiems 
of Africa that he is the coming Mes- 
siah, and to arouse them to the 
frenzy of a religious war. It is 
possible that he may be able to penetrate far 
enough into Egypt to menace Cairo and 
make the European bondholders shiver 
worse than they did when Arabi Bey upset 
the Khedive’s authority. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that the False Prophet's fol- 
lowers, however numerous or powerful 
they may be, have thus far encountered only 
Egyptians who are not well armed, well 
drilled, or very courageous, as they have in- 
variably run away whenever they have en- 
countered enemies in the Soudan or in Abys- 
sinja. When the advancing hordes meet 
European troops, as they inevitably must if 
they go much further north, Moslem fanati- 
cisin will not count for much as against 
Christian skili, discipline, rifles, and artil- 
lery. The great battle predicted in the Mos- 
lem traditions may occur, but the False 
Prophet will not be heard of again after it is 
over.

Philadeiphia is the present week commem- 
orating the founding of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania by the illustrious William Penn in 1688, 
William Penn, obtainmg a charter from 
Charles II., set out with a colony of the So- 
ciety of Friends, landed on the Delaware 
Kiver, and founded the now great City of 
Philadelphia. The original charter included 
the present State of Delaware, and the latter 
continued to bea part of Pennsylvania for 
many years, though eventually having a 
local government. Penn's original charter 
jeu to great and protracted eontroversies 
with the neighboring State of Maryland, and 
this eontroversy assumed importance with 
the growth of both colonies, but was finally 
and peacefully determined by the famous 
survey which fixed the boundary known as 
Mason and Dixon’s line,” which im addition 
to being a geographical has become a histor- 
ical and political boundary, and for a long 
time marked the separation of the territory 
of the slave and free States, 

The foundation of this colony by the 
Friends was followed by the migration 
thither of large numbers of that body of 
Christians, who not only found new homes 
in Philadeitphia, but settled in large numbers 
along the river counties. In 1780 there was 
a large migration to Pennsylvania of Ger- 
mans, whose descendants still retain much 
of the origina! peCullarities of the race, and 
the State is yet peopled by a class known as 
‘Pennsylvania Dutch.” Prior to the Amer- 
ican Reyolution the British Government 
adopted a severe pajicy towards the Presby- 
terians of Ireland, and this led to large 
migrations from Ireland to Pennsylvania, 
and made Pennsylvania intensely bitter 
aguinst Great Britain in the future quarrels 
with the parent Government. The Govern- 
ment founded by William Penn in 1682 con- 
tinued, with slight amendment, until 1776, 
when a Constitution prepared by Benjamin 
Franklin was adopted. 

Wimam Penn was born in London Oct. 14, 
1644, and thirty-eight years later arrived in 
the Delaware. Ile soon after held his famous 
meeting with the Indians under the large 
elm tree, at what is now Kensington, and 
there made the treaty of peace and friend- 
ship, the only treaty “never sworn to and 
never broken.“ Ile bought from some early 
Swedish settlers the land on which the City 
of Philadelphia was planned, and then begun 
the city which is forever to be identified with 
his name. . 

it is unnecessary to trace the history of 
Penn, or the history of the great State of 
Pennsylvania. The City of Philadelphia, 
with its 800,000 inhabitants, commemorates 
today the memory of her founder, and the 
State of Pennsylvania, in her power of 
wealth, in her population now numbered by 
the million. and in the great progress of her 
industry and productiveness, tells the story 
of her own grendeur, 

Pennsylvania owes much to the character 
of the people by whom the origipal colony 
of Quakers was recruited. The few Swedes 
found by Penn in possession were soon ab- 
sorbed in the numerous body of peaceful 
and industrious Friends. Pennsyivania was 
the home of peace, and with peace and in- 
dustry the colony grew and prospered. In 
thirty years the Irish and Séotch poured in 
rapidly and extended the colony far back 
from the Delaware, and planted settlements 
along all the interior rivers and towns; then 
came the Germans, who planted agriculture; 
but all these people were of industrial habits. 
The Irish Presbyterians and the Quakers 
were alike victims of fierce religious perse- 
cutions, and to escape them had fled to these 
wilds of Pennsylvania, and together offen 
an asylum to all the oppressed who in other 
colonies found persecution as painful as any 
they had encountered at home. The Ger- 
mans, too, shared in the peaceful pursuits of 
their neighbors, und the colony prospered 
amazingly. 

Pennsylvania was, despite its Quaker 
Origin, conspicuous in the Revolution, and 
for the reason we have given the Irish were 
foremost in the quarrels with Gerat Britain. 
To the Irish also may be traced the always 
intense interest which has characterized 
politics in that State. For many years after 
Independence Pennsylvania ived large 
widditions to her Irish population, and her 
wining districts have always been largely 
inhabited by Lrish and English miners who 
have been attracted to the iron and coal re- 
gions. 

Among the descendants of her [rish and 
Scotch settiers were the late President Bu- 
chanan and the present venerable Simon 
Cameron, who lives yet to enjoy the great- 
ness of the Siate he has so long served. 

„ Two hundred years ago William Penn 
took possession of what is now the great 
State of Pennsylvania. Hehad in his pocket, 
drawn in parchment, a great cliarter nam- 
ing and constituting him the sole and ex- 
clusive and absolute boss of all the lands 
and rivers, valleys and mountains from the 
Delaware to the lakes and the Ohio. That 
was a peaceful and harmonious inavgura- 
tion of the Governor that took place under 
the great elm. No man questioned or de- 
nied the supremacy of William Penn, the first 
“boss” in that State. Two hundred years

with the railroads in the courts to foree them 


with her 5,000,000 of inhabitants, is in arms, 


and engaged in a controversy in which, on the 
one hand, It is insisted that the days of royal 
charters and of royal Governors have passed 
away; that the days when political power 
descended from father to son, and when men 
exercised prerogatives, made Governors and 
dethroned them, and generally ruled and 
governed the common people by proclama- 
tion, have ceased to exist; and today, while 
commemorating the illustrious memory of 
William Penn, the people of Pennsylvania 
are engaged in trying to preserve for them- 
selves and their posterity the heritage of free- 
dom, personal and political, which has come 
down to them through the principles of 
peace, truth, and justice established two 
centuries ago by William Penn. It is a long 
descent from William Penn to Don Cameron, 
and William, long since in his grave, is still 
“a biger man than Don. 
— 

MONOPOLISTS AND ANTI-MONOPOLISTS. 

The candidate of the Anti-Monopolists for 
Congress in the Third District of this city is 
running on Henry George’s platform. One 
of the resolutions reads: 


That we are in favor of abolishing all monop- 
oly of land by individuals or corporations, and 
its ultimate absorption by the State for the 
benefit of the whole people, 


If the Anti-Monopolist nominee is running 
in good faith he will, if elected, at once move 
for a law to “evict” the occupants of the 
8,500,000 farms of the United tes. These 
farms are occupied by nearly 20,000,000 mo- 
nopolists. They are agricultural bosses,’’ 
and the Anti-Monopolists insist that they be 
dispossessed like the railroad and political 
bosses, 

It is a fair inference that the Anti-Monop- 
olists are land less. If their candidate is one 
of them, he, too, is landless. The farmers 
are monopolists because they have some- 
thing the Anti-Monopolists have not. The 
Western farmers, in their successful contests 


to observe the obligations of the laws and their 
charters, probably imagined that they were 
Anti-Monopolists. But they forgot that they 
owned farms which they fertilized with the 
sweat of their brows, This the reformers who 
nominated Capt. W. I'. Biack in Hershey 
Hall for Congress declare wakes mem mo- 
nopollsts. 

Anti-Monopolista must not own land, or 
work on it, or on anything else. Their forte 
isto confiscate the property of those who 
have land, and to hand it over to the Govern- 
ment, which must be run by themselves, as 
they are the only simon-pure Anti+Monopo- 
lists. If anyof Capt. Black's future constitu- 
ents own the houses they live iu they are 
nf@nopolists, as well as the farmers. But the 
Anti-Monopulists are too logical not to see 
that their principles apply to other things 
than land. Just before nominating Capt. 
Black they passed this resolution: 


Resolved, That we demand that all the re- 
sources of life shali become the property of the 
whole people through their Government, 


This ia comprehensive, and, as the Gov- 
ernment’ is to consist entirely of the mor- 
ers of the resolution and their party, it is 
statesmaniike. In this great reform, as in 
other. things, Chicago is, as usual, ahead. 
The Anti-Monopolist Convention assembled 
in Chicago on Sept. W, nearly a month be- 
fore Henry George received his welcome 
home at the Cooper Institute and Delmont- 
co’s. But his admirers there were more 
stalwart Anti-Monopolists than those of 
Hershey Hall. They advocated the abolition 
not only of land butof interest and protits. 

This gives us at last a full view of the 
congregation of the monopolists. All farm- 
ers are monopolists because they own land. 
All householders in city and country, all 
owners of mines, all proprietors of any kind 
of real estate, are monopolists for the same 
reason. Any man, woman, or minor who 
owns a share of stock in any bank, whether 
State, National, private, or savings, is a 
monopolist because of taking interest, Any 
business man who makes money is a monop- 
olist because he gets profits. Any Board-of- 
Trade man who buys grain, any grocer who 
deals in flour and potatoes, any cattle-dealer 
who purchases live stock, any proprietor of 
an oil-well—all these are monopolists be- 
cause they own “the resources of life.” 
Undertakers and gravediggers are the only 
exceptions. 

As the Anti-Monopolists cannot own land, 
nor take interest, profits, or rent, nor be 
proprietors of any of “the resources of 
life,” it is easy to understand why they think 
the salvation of society requires that they 
should be intrusted with the Government, 
and that then the Government should con- 
fiscate the land, rents, profits, Interest, and 
resources of life of the whole country,

AN OBSOLETE THEORY OF EVIDENCE 
A New York dispatch recounts the ef- 
forts made by a man now in jail under in- 
dictment for murder to marry a woman who 
is to be used as the principal witness against 
him in order to bar out her testimony 
under the law which makes a wife incompe- 
tent as a witness against her husband ina 
criminal procedure, The woman was will- 
ing to marry the accused, and the friends 
had procured the license and arranged all 
the preliminaries, when the authorities inter- 
fered and stopped the ceremony. The case 
is important as serving to bring into notice 
the absurdity and injustice of the law which 
forbids the taking of evidence from watri- 
monial partners in criminal cases affecting 
one of the firm. The principal on which the 
law was founded is entirely obsolete, and 
the 3 may and often does lead to 
great injustice. In this very case the 
authorities are betrayed into a po- 
sition antagonistic to public policy by 
preventing the consummation of marriage. 
It is doubtful whether they could sustain 
their right of interference if it were tested. 
If there were no law forbidding the wife to 
testify there would be no need for this pal- 
pable contradiction of using official power to 
prevent a marriage. The modern theory of 
justice demands the widest latitude of evi- 
dence and the fullest information that can be 
obtained in criminal trials. It is the business 
of juries to estimate the value and determine 
the credibility of testimony presented to them. 
They are as competent to do this in the case 
of a wife who gives evidence when her hus- 
band is on trial as they are when a mother 
or sister is a witness, If the New Yerk 
criminal sought to make the woman his wife 
in this instance for the purpose of defeating 
justice, which ds altogether likely, then no 
such temptation would have presented 
itself in the absence of the obsolete statute 
which offered this means of escape. Outside 
the sacred responsibility which attaches to 
the marriage bond, husband and wife should 
be in every way equal before the law as princi- 
pais and as witnesses. Marriage as a religious 
ceremony is one thing, and the relations of 
man and woman to society and their obliga- 
tions to the common good are another. Many 
of the old and unfair distinctions between 
the legal status of an unmarrled woman and 
that of a married woman have been aban- 
doned, and all others should share the same 
fate. Au innocgnt man is entitled to the ev- 
idence of his wife if it Is of value, and vice 
versa; the wife and the husband, on the | 
other hand. have a responsibility to society 
whieh the married state does not lessen, and 
there is no reason Why society should not 
avail itself of that responsibility. :

THE MERCHANTS AND THE RAILROADS. 

Despite the efforts of the railroad men and 
their allies among the professional politi- 
cians to keep the railroad question out of 
politics it is every day becoming more of an 
issue. One of the burning questions in Call- 
fornia is the election of. Rallroad Commis- 
sioners. Three tickets have been put in the 
field, and those merchants of San Francisco 
who have the courage to show themselves in 
opposition to the corporations are working 
for the election of Commissioners who are 
pledged to bring the roads back to their com- 
mon-law duties. 

The special grievance of the California 
merchant is the contract system, a kind of 
penal servitude to which the roads have sub- 
jected them. Shippers by the roads are com- 
pelled to sign a contract that they will not 
ship by sea and wat they will not deal with 
any merchants who receive goods in any 
other manner than by the railroads, ‘These 
contracts confer on the railroads the right of 
searching the merchant’s papers and impose 
fines and penalties. ° 

The fightin New York between the rail- 
roads and the merchants to prevent the final 
closing of the Erie Canal, which hinders the 
railroads from charging winter rates through 
ali the four seasons of the year, is one of the 
most interesting contests that will be decided 
in November. 

South Carolina is the latest community to 
exhibit an uprising of the merchants against 
the railroads. Ata large and spirited meet- 
ing last Monday of the Charleston Exchange 
it was unanimously resolved to appeal to the 
State Legislature for relief against the rail- 
road monopoly which has taken possession 
of State, The Rlelunond & Danville Com- 
pany has secured control of the whole rail- 
road system of the upper part of the Carolinas. 
As in New York and California, the railroad 
men of South Carolina appear to have 
an uncosquerable aversion to water. They 
have begun a systematic warfare on the 
commerce of Charleston, Freight Is allured 
to the rail by lower rates than the steam- 
ships make, while the roads recoup them- 
selves by extortionate charges on the return 
freight. The railroad plan is to ruin the 
business of the port at any cost, and then to 
make up their losses in the conflict with the 
water route by charging monopoly rates by 
rail ever thereafter. This attack on the in- 
terests of the State the Charleston mer- 
chants seek to forefend by an appeal to the 
Legislatyre. The movement is a strong one, 


as it has the support of the undivided mer- | 


cantile interests of the city, It will have the 
sympathy of the mercantile classes all over 
the country, who are watching with deep 
solicitude the subtle and unrelenting efforts 
of the railroads to destroy the competition 
of the water routes, by the Erie canal, the 


lakes, and the Atlantic and Pacific coasts,

Tae following paragraph from the Herald 
of this city will commend itself to the judg- 
ment of all who take an unprejudiced view 
of the question involved: 


The Council last night, under a suepension of 
the rules. rushed through an ordinance the wie- 
dom of which may be seriously questioned. 
Permission was granted to the Sisters of tne 
Convent or Seminary of the Sac Heart to 
bury their dead in the inclosure of the institu- 
tion. The convent is sitnated on West Taylor 
street, corner of Throop, and consequentiy 
within the city limits. It was represented that 
deaths in the institution would not average 
more than one in six or seven years, and also 
that the Sisters, by the rules of the inatitution, 
were not allowed to go outside to attend funer- 
als. The danger in the ordipapce cau be easily 
seen. The city’s ordinances forbid the bury- 
ing of dead witbin the city limits. The i- 
nance passed last night breaks over the 
precautionary provisions already wisely es- 
tablished. All the burying the Convent of the 
Sacred Heart is likely to do would doubtiess not 
—— affect the sanitation of the city. but 
the permission granted in the ordinance estab- 
lisbes a very unwholesome precedent. There is 
no telling now many other institutions muy wish 
the same privilege. Unjust discrimination must 
be exercised if their requests be refused. Noone 
Will deny that interments witbin the city are ob- 
jevctionable. The only safe course to pursue is 
to rigidly adhere to the policy of extramural 
interments. If the Sisters of the Sacred Heart 
want to attend the funeral of their deceased 
friends let them petition the proper autborities 
to have the rulesof their institution so amended 
us to permit it. The sanitary condition of this 
city is a question of much more importance than 
a rule which is nothing but the formulation of a 
religious seru ple. 


The argument made in the above extract 
is sound, and it ought to induce the Mayor 
to veto the ordinance which extends an ex- 
ceptional privilege to the Convent of the 
Sacred Heart. That privilege would certain- 
ly be denied if a number of other institutions 
were to ask it, This is not a matter of senti- 
ment but a question of sanitary importanee, 
apd the refusal of the privilege asked in this 
case could not fairly be construed as unkind. 
The interests of this large and growing city 
demand the strictest regulation of inter- 
ments, and ali classes should be treated alike 
in the rules tnat are made necessary by con- 
sideration for the public health. 


Tue autumn session of the English Parlia- 
ment convened yesterday, but no bisiness of 
importance was transacted, as the Conservatives 
moved an adjournment and gave notice that 
they should contest the regularity of the ses- 
sion. As the session is culled mainly for the 
purpose of considering the Closure,“ and as 
the Couservatives are bitterly bostile to its 
adoption upon the Gladstone majority basis in- 
stead of the two-thirds vote, we may regard the 
contest already indicated as the first step in the 
struggle. The position of the Conservatives is 
outlined in the following extract from the Lon- 
don Standard: 

There is no earthly parity between the ciéture 
and tue cuse of ap ordinary, or even au extruor- 
dimary, bill. A bill like the Keform Dili or the 
Irish d act must be carried by a majority, if 
curried at ull, and bas to be carried rst by the 
Commons, next by the Lords, and has then to 
recvive the assent of the Crown.

There bave beep instances of a Ministry re- 
signing because they cbtuined for a bill only a 
bure majority. It has always been felt that a 
bili of any consequence must be carried by sub- 
Stantinl majorities, and by substantial majori- 
ties tpore than once repented, Yet the vidture. 
which ulfects every member of the House of 
Com mons, is, forsooth, to be established if the 
Government can obtain for ita bare majority 
in that House alone. Were re any provabil- 
ity of the new rule being carried by a majority 
of two-thirds of tme House, by any majority 
that would make the division not a purely party 
one, @ven theu we should dislike it extremely. 
But we do protest most vebemently against the 
rigbt assumed by ove pacty to impose this yoke 
upon the other. For of course, is what the 
hew ruie practically amounts to.

Lonpon, Oct %4—Evening.—The destruc- 
tive hurricane which has been sweeping over 
England the past twelve hours has finally 
ceased, leaving a number of small wrecks 
along the shores, No great casualty has re- 
sulted either on sea or land, but the aggre- 
gate loss is considerable. 

The gale of Tuesday did a vast amount of 
damage throughout thé country. Many dis- 
tricts were flooded. Shipping along the 
coast suffered severely. A steamer sank in 
the Channel by collision. Nine persons were 
drowned. At Sheerness the gale was not 
equaled in thirty years, : 


HISTORY OF THE CYCLONE. 

Shortly previous to the 18th of October the 
Sigal Service Bureau of the Government at 
Washington warned the North Atlantic 
ports to use caution, as a hurricane was ap- 
proaching. Shipping in New York and Bos- 
ton was accorgingly delayed for twenty-four 
hours, and off the 13th probably the largest 
fleet of vessels mat has sailed from 
New .York for years left that harbor. 
On the night of the 13th n 
terrible gale visited the northwestern 
States, but the appearance of the cy@lone on 
the Atlantic coast was vainly looked for. 
Vet. 16, however, the steamer City of Para, 
from Aspinwall, revorted having encountered 
in the vicinity of the Bermudas one of the 
heaviest gales that vessel or its officers ever 
experienced. Other steamers arriving later 
made similar reports. Yesterday informa- 
tion was received that on Oct. 20 a large 
portion of Manila, the principal sen- 
port of the Philippine Islands, had 
been wrecked. By consulting a map 
of the world, on the Mercator pro- 
jection, it wiil be seen that, following the 
gult-stream to the Bermudas, the cyclone 
predicted from Washington would strike the 
westward equatorial current. Contact with 
the isthmus would have but briefly delayed 
its passage te the Philippine Islands; thence 
to the eastern coast of Africa, and from there 
by way of the water courses and the Mediter- 
ranean across the English Channel, and 
theré, encountering the colder northern eur- 
rents, it would have been forced landward, 
having accomplished a complete tour of the 
world.

EGYPT. 
THE FALSE PROPHET. 

Camo, Oct. 24.—it is stated that the Capi- 
tal of Kordofan had been besieged for forty 
days. Its capture is expected. An attack 
on Khartoum will follow. 

The Egyptian Government officially denies 
that the False Prophet had any share in the 
defeat of the Egyptian troops during the late 
war. The authorities attribute the result to 
other causes, 

ARABI PASHA.. 

Arabi Pasha’s correspondence during the 
last two years was seized this morning and 
deposited with Sir Edward Malet, the British 
Consul-General. It includes voluminous 
correspondence with Constantinople and 
owen of the sécret sittings of the Baroudi 
Cabinet. 

The evidence against Arabi Pasha is said 
to be very strong. His correspondence with 
the Sultan is highly compremising. 


It is thought the entire proceedings against 


the rebels awaiting trial may be stopped by a 
decree of exile against the ringleaders and 
amnesty to the others. 

There is much anxiety in the interior 
among the Europeans, owing to the reap- 
pointment of several of Arabi® officers on 
Government missions, 

Arabi says events prove to him the folly of 
hoping in any further national movement or 
trusting the Sultan. The happiness of Egypt 
makes necessary the virtual government of 
the country by the English. ‘ 

Arabi Pasha’s letters were not seized, but 
were delivered to the Government counsel 
by his own son, a body servant 
having successfully concealed them ever 
since his capture. The corre- 
spondence contains much interesting 
historical andj personal material, which 
throws light of points in the Egyptian cam- 
paign which have not heretofore been ex- 
plained. Not the least entertaining of these 
documents are letters written to Arabi by 
Dervish, Achmet, and Essad Pashas. 

ALE XANDRIA, Oct. %—It is unofficially 
reported that the Egyptian Government is 
about to abandon the prusecution of Arabi 
Pasha. It is charged that this action is due 
to the expressed wishes of the authorities at 
Constantinople. 

THE KHEDIVE 
sent a telegraphic dispatch to the Sultan 
congratulating him on the occasion of the 
festival of Bairam, begging @contiauance of 
the Sultan’s favor and protection, and ex- 
pressing unalterable devotion fidelity.

The elder 
Gromoff went to St. Petersburg many years 
age and began business by hauling firewood 
to private residences. He saved his earn- 
Ings and engaged in shipping planks for 
building purposes. He gave 
18 sox, THE FRESENT HEAD OF THE 

HOUSE, 

a fair schooling. The latter has done a great 
dealin the way of promoting education among 
his fellow-countrymen. For many years he 
has spent 10,000 rubles a year to support 
schools for the children of his employés. He 
has been member of several Boards of Edu- 
cation, and gives about 4,000 rubles a year to 
the St. Petersburg Commercial Academy. 
The house owns linniense tracts of timber in 
the States of Alonetz and Petrozawvdsk, and 
employs an army of operatives. Its shipping 
docks are at Cronstadt. The lumber is sold 
to brokers and comission meu in St. Peters- 
burg and Cronstadt; there are six or eight 
heavy houses whoge only business is to han- 
dle Gromoff’s lumber. The great bulk of the 
product is sold in Eugland. 

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT OF sr. PETERSBURG. 

To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, III.. Oct. 24.—S8t. Petersburg, 
with a population 861,000 (in 1881), and 
with its numerous valaces, residences, and 
business biocks, has a fire department of 
which an American frontier town would be 
ashamed. St. Petersburg. covering an area 
of nearly fifteen sqpare mites, with its sub- 
urbs, is subdivided in districts, of which 
each possesses a firemen’s station, consisting 
of a large brick building, with atower. On 
top of this tower, day and night, patrols a 
watchman, whose duty it is to look over the 
roofs of palaces or shanties and to give the 
alarm to the stables down-stairs im case he 
sees flames coming out of chimney or win- 
dow sometimes, of course, only after the 
fire has acquired large dimensions, 
especialiy if it be a foggy day. 
As soon as he gives the alarm, the firewen, 
who are now mostly recruited from the mill 
tary ranks, rush to the stables, open the 
doors, and hitch the horses to the wagons, 
on which are 

READY-FILLED BARRELS WITH WATER, 
hand-pumps, ladders, hooks, and other in- 
struments. The Captaih on horseback takes 
the lead, and they gallop through the streets, 
guessing the direction they have to take. 
‘They finally arrive at the place, sometimes 
to see the house already destroyed. 
At the same time the watchman on the tower 
has discovered the fire and given the signal, 
he raises in daytime black balls and nights 
lanterns on a pole on topof the tower, which 
is repeated by the next station, which, in 
turn, sends out its firemen, who gallop in a 
wild race to the spot to be the first, as the 
fire-insurance companies, who are not so 
numerous as in America, pay premiums to 
the station whose company Is the first on the 
spot. In case the building is not entirely 
burnt down, or the neighboring bulidings 
are threatened, 

THE HAND-PUMPS ARE TAKEN DOWN 
and operated by the crowd, which are forced 
to work by the police, which, in case good 
advice falls, use freely the kulack (fists) 
to get the loafer or well-dressed gentleman 
at the pump, without any distinction. En- 
gines have been used within the last decade, 
but for some unaccountable reason are 
brought out only on special need—that is, 
when the fire threatens to destroy whole 
districts, Wu.

HMunger- 
ford Draws Her Husband Out. 
Tadianapolis Times. 

“Why don’t you talk whet you're at home, and 
try and make it pleasant for me?" said Mrs. 
Hungertord to ber husband the other evening. 
“You know I don't go out much, and you must 
get lots of news circulating among the wen 
every day. I'll warraut you talk fast enough 

when you're with them.” 

Mr. Hungerford laid down his paper witha 
patient, submissive look, and said: “ Well, dear, 
what shall 1 talk about? 

“Anything is better than nothing,” she re- 
plied. Talk about foreign affairs. Tell me 
something about foreign politics.

Mr. A. c. HMesing Claims the Sole Re- 
sponsibility tor the Raster Mesoiu- 


tions. 

A representative of Tux TRriBuNE yester- 
day had a talk with Mr. A. C. Hesing rela- 
ve to the anti-prohibition resolutions in- 
troduced into the Republican County Con- 
vention. Mr. Hesing was perfectly willing 
to shoulder the responsibility, and replied to 
the reporter’s questions as follows: 

„am not afraid to take the responsibility, 
and not even Mr. Raster should share it with 
me. Whenlretaurned from Mexico about 
three weeks ago 1 found that my acquaint 
‘ances among the German-Awericans were in- 
cliped to vote the whole ocratic ticket to 
punish the Republicans for their supposed 
leaning towards prohibition. This feel- 
ing grew stronger after the Ohio 
elections. I then suggested to my 
colleagues on the paper that it would be nec- 
essary for the salvation of the party to de- 
mand of the Republican Convention that it 
put itself on record. Mr. Raster was asked 
to draft a set of resolutions. He drew them 
up and read them to me and my colleagues, 
and it was left to me to get them introduced. 
The same day I met Mr. Collins, the candi- 
date for the Legislature from the Seventh 

istrict. He called at the office and | asked 

im whether he would take the resolutions, 
show them to influential Republicans, and, 
it they proved satisfactory. to find somebody, 
if he was not a delegate himself. to intro- 
duce them. I then went to St. Louis and 
wasabsent three days. Whenlreturned Mr. 
Collins came to see me. He said he had sub- 
mitted the resolutions to several gentieiben.

Seipp and MecGarigic Make Their First 
Appearance. 

A Democratic meeting was held last even- 
ing at Schuster’s Hall, Larrabee street and 
Webster avenue. Few Germans were pres 
ent. E. O. Brown made the usual speech, 
and alleged that the Republican party was 
the party of prohibition. Austin O. Sexton, 
candidate for Representative, complimented 
his hearers on the Democratic reliability of 
the Fifteenth Ward, and prophesied success 
on Nov. 7 anda Democratic majority of 15,-

William C. Seipp said he had never made 
a speech, and would not try to do so, He 
had not sought office, but was too good a 
Democrat not to appreciate the honor paid 
him by his nomination as Treasurer by ac- 
clamation. He referred very briefly to the 
prohi tion question, and promised that if 
elected, as he believed he would be by from 
10,000 to 15,000 majority, he would conduct 
the affairs of his office in a business manner, 
and turn over every cent to his successor. 

Prof. Parker, candidate for County Super- 
invendent, said he had always been a Demo- 
crat. He claimed that the success of the 
Democratic ticket would be in the interest of 
popular education, but failed to back this 
statement up with facts.

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FISH-LADDERS. 


An Effort Will Be Made to Make the 
Owners of Dams Conform 
with the Law. 


Seetal Dispatch o The “hicago Tribune. 

Avrora, III., Oct. 24.--The interests of the 
fish sportsmen throughout the State are 
about to be highly conserved by the compul- 
sory introduction of fishways to be con- 
structed at the dams in all the rivers and 
water-courses of the State. ‘The present sys- 
tem of dams has long been a vexation to the 
fishing fraternity. They prohibit the free 
circulation of fish to such an extent that be- 
tween two dams the replenishment from 
year to year must come only from the spawn- 
ing of such fish as chance to be between the 
two obstructions; and as no fresh supply can 
come up the rivers from. below, which would 
otherwise be because of the natural instincts 
of the fish, and asin each season there isa 
continual draining by loss of fish passing 
down over the dams, the stock is rapidly 


diminishing and the sport and food supply 
fast disappearing. In 1872 a law was d 
in check of the growmg evil which pro- 
hibited any person from thereafter con- 
structing a dam in any course which would 
interefere with the free circulation of the fish 
throughout its entirelength. The inadequa- 
ey of this law because of so many prior ex- 
isting dams was soon apparent, and a grow- 

indulgence for the sport as well as ap- 
petite tor the game let toa further ye 
vision by the Legislature by the passage of the 
following law, which now stands unappealed : 
“That it shall be the duty of any person or 
persons who now own, or may hereafter erec 
any dam or other obst:uction across any of 
the rivers, creeks, streams, ponds, !akes, 
sloughs, bayous, or other water-courses 
within this State, to place therein 
suitable ‘fishways in order that the 
free passage of fish up and down 
through such waters may not be obstructed ; 
and any person failing to provide such fish- 
ways shall be subject to a fine not exceeding 
$200 a year.” The law has remained a dead 
letter until the present time, but now the 
Fish Commissioners appointed by the State, 
Messrs. N. K. Fairbank, 8. P. Bartlett, and 
S. P. McDole, have determined to enforce 
the law and secure the covstruction of 
necessary fishways at every — dam 
in the State. The fishway adopted by the 
Commissoners and recommended is the 
“Shaw fishway.” It consists of a huge box 
fourteen feet square and six feet deep 
planted in front of the edge of the dam and 
bolted to the rock beneath. In the bottom 
of the structure and in the water at the foot 
of the dam is an opening 16x18 inches, into 
which the fish enter as they come against the 
obstructine dam. In the interior of the 
structure are numerous circularly ascending 
box steps by which successively the fish rise 
to the top of the dam, and there through an- 
other opening effect their escape up the river. 
The circular turns, and successive openings 
are so arranged that the current of the water 
within the box is deadened sufficiently at 
each turn so as not to overpower the efforts of 
the fish. The contrivance, complemented by 
the instincts of the fish, which compel it to 
travel against a current, insures the end de- 
sired. The construction of the way involves 
about 7,000 feet of lumber and, according to 
the Commissioners, will cost about 8400. 
The chief difficulty appears to lie in the 
method of securing its permanent attachment 
in such a precarious station. Mr. McDole 
asserts that by the introduction of 
the ftishway in company with the 
enormous planting of fish now in 
process, the rivers of the State within four 
years will be filled with the finest class of 
fish, furnishing not oniy unlimited sport for 
the tisherman but a fruitful* supply of 
food for the poor man. During the 
present season Mr. McDole has planted 
in Fox River alone about 60,000 fish, 
including black bass, croppy, buffalo, 
cat, goggie-eye, grass, and silver fish. 
The fishways in Fox will secure a free 
and unobstructed circulation from the Lili- 
nois River to the bounds of Wisconsin. An 
obstacle is met by the dam owners along a 
portion of the Fox—viz.: at Yorkville, Os- 
wego, Montgomery, Aurora, and North Au- 
rora, who have pooled their issues to resist 
the demands of the Commissioners, and have 
retained the law firm of Hopkins & Aldrich 
to test the constitutionality of the law, The 
Commissioners declare their intention to 
commence suits within ten days unless the 
dam owners consent to their demands.

An Important Meeting of Ohio Coal

periodical reduce ons. 

Third—To perfect the State and mine organ- 
izations so that we may more casily obtain in- 
tormauon pertaining to our interests. 

Fourth—The screen question is not settled 
and never will be until we receive puy for alli 
saiable coal. and to do this itis necessary that 
a law be enacted by the General Assembly to 
probibit the use of screens any larwer than is 
necessary to separate the refuse matter from 
the coal, and steps should be taken by this con- 
vention toward securing this necessary icgisia- 
tion as soon as possible.

Death at Plainficid, Ind., of the Hon. 
John Hanna—Sketch of His Eventful 
and Honorable Career—Capt. William 
A. Parker, U. . N. 

spectal Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 24.—After a long 
illness that has baffled the skill and learning 
of the physicians and kept him confined to 
the house for the most partof the year, the 

Hon. John Hanna, ex-OCdngressman from the 

old Seventh District, died suddenly this 


morning at 5:30 o’clock at his residence in 


Plainfield, fourteen miles west of Indianap- 
olis. Yesterday he was quite hopeful of 
speedy recovery, and this morning shortly 
after 5 0’elock he arose to look at the comet, 
and commented upon the clear view and 
brilliant appearance. He then laid down, 
and alwost immediately his son Walter, who 
was in the room at the time, was ajarmed by 
a gurgling sound in his father’s throat. He 
hastily summoned his mother and other 
members of the familly, but before 
they reached this bedside Mr. Hanna 
was dead. The remains will be 
taken to Greencastle for in- 
terment. Mr. Hanna was born on 
a farm, which is now a part of Indianapolis, 
in 1827. lle leaves a wife, his second, and 
ten children, in comfortable circumstances. 
He worked his way through Asbury Uni- 
versity as janitor, and studied law with De- 
lan R. Eckles afterwards settiing in Green- 
castle He was ted Mayor three terms. 
and in 1858 went e Kansas, remaining only 
one year. During that time he was elected a 
member of the Territorial Legislature of 
that State from Lykens, now Miami Coun- 
ty, and served duru session of 1855 and 
1850. He was Chairman of the Judiciar 
Committee. and introduced the act, whic 
was adopted, abolishing and prohibiting 
slavery in the Territury. Returning to 
Greencastie, he was made a delegate to the 
Chicago Convention, and vated for Lincoln 
and canvassed the State as Presidential 
Elector for the Seventh District. He 
was appointed District-Attorney for Indlana, 
and served until the ruvture between John- 
son and the 1 — He boldly 
took issue against the President, introducing 
ata Johnson meeting in Loadlanapolis reso- 
lutions denounc 
Hanna’s rewoval fr 
devoted himself to the practice of the law im 
this city, forming a partnership with Gen. 
Fred Knefler, now Pension Agent. He has 
been engaged in many notable cases, the 
most prominenteof which was of the 
famous Mrs. Clem, charged with the murder 
of the Youngs. He served one term in Con- 
gress, defeating Franklin Landers, was 
in turn defeated by the Greenbacker De La 
Matyr.

TOO MANY WIVES. 


CARTER, THK BIGAMIST, COMMITS SUICIDE 
—THE GRIEF OF THE WIVES. 

Weary of a world where be had more wives 
than tpe law would recogutze and where be was 
pursued by a wild idea that he wus bounded by 
secret enemies who would take his life, James 
Carter, the English bigamist, thwarted the de- 
sire of bis imagined would-be murderers yester- 
day afternoon by firfhg a bullet iato his own 
breast. His body is now at the morgue, and his 
widows are deep in the sea of despair. Carter's 
exploits in the matrimonial field and bis conse- 
quent arrest were chrovicied in THe TRIBUNE 
about two weeks ago. He was a china vender 
and decorator and was % years old—a 
tall, red-moustached man who evidently took 
well with the gentler sex. When he was first 
married no one knows. Two years ago last 
July be married in Kenosha, Wis., a Mrs. Daw- 
son, of Knobnoster, Mo. For fourteen months 
they lived at Nv. 9 South Peoria street, during 
which time a little girl was born to them, the 
girl beme now months old, Last August Mrs. 
Carter and the baby went ona visit to Knob- 
noster, and shortly thereafter her husband met 
and married Miss Mary Carrow, a poor wurking 
girl. He abandoned ber and took a journey to 
New York. The last ne discovered 
about this time that she was an ionocent 
usurper, and promptly swore out a warrant for 
James arrest on a charge of bigamy. He was 
captured io Utica and brought back to Chicago. 
When in a cell at the armory be told the inter- 
viewers that he was not marred to Mise Daw- 
sou, and that ois accuser was his only legal wite. 
his other wives being dead. He also told about 
the men who wanted tokill him—he did not 
know who they were or Why they should want 
his blood. The Knobnoster wile was communti- 
cuted with, and she promised to come to 
Chicago to assist at the prosecudoa. The 
case was continued ten days to give 
ber time to make the trip, but she did 
not show up, and one week ug Saturday tne 
prisoner was given bis liberty aguin, as there 
was no ove to prosecute bim. He went back to 
No. 82 to room atter bis discharge, but he was 
still satistied that bis life was in danger, and 
mude repeated threats to commit suicide. He 
did oveeasivnal jobs tor Burley & Tyrreil, of Nos. 
n and & State street, and in that way earned 
enough to live upon.’ Saturday nutht be sat up 
in his room uotil morning pondering over bis 
melancholy fate, and wrote a letter which, in 
case he committed suicide, was to be delivered 
to a friend. 

The next day be sent for his Knobnoster wife 
to come to Chica, and she arrived yesterday 
morning.

Scrawled on the same piece of paper wus a re- 
quest to Noonan to give the note to * Poor 
Emma.“ In one of the socks on the feet of the 
corpse was found a piece of a razor blade 
wrapped up in a bit.of paper. 

The last Mrs..Carter, who is employed asa 
servant somewhere on Prairie avenue, near 
Twentieth street, visited the morgue last night 
when she heard of the suicide, and, over the 
corpse of the man who had betrayed her, gave 
way to a violent fit of weeping. Aud in ber 
room on Peoria street the other wife was shed- 
ding just at bitter tears over the littie scraw! 
brought to her from the dead. 

Tne man Noonan would not tell anything that 
he knew about the affair. When questioned he 
only — vague answers, with a borribly pain- 
ful effort to be witty. The poor fellow’s head 
was increased to several times its natural size 
by the knowledge that he information 
which the reporters asked for A clerk at Bur- 
ley & Tyrrell's, who was politely asked to teil 
what he knew of the suicide, answered that he 
knew a good deal, but “did not propose to tell 
nothin’ about it.“ and after this exhibition of 
grammatical butchery he subsided.

THE FORD SUICIDE. 
WHAT nis CHICAGO FRIENDS SAY ABOUT IT. 

A telegram in yesterday's Taimunx stated 
that a man named J. W. Ford, from Chicago, 
had committed suicide by taking morphine at 
the Commerciai Hotel in Grand Forks, Dak. A 
note found in the suicide’s room requested that 
his remains be sent to R. A. Barnett, 154 New- 
berry avenue, Chicago. A reporter called at the 
above number last evening. and was told by a 
young lady friend of Ford that nothing was 
known about the matter except what was given 
in the papers. She stated that she had known 
Ford over two years, and considered him a 
bright young fellow, without bad habits. He 
bad vecome estranged from his family, who 
lived somewhere in Central Illinois, and 
was divorced trom his wife, from whom 
he had been separated some six yours. 
In Chicago be was empioyed as u bookkeeper, 
and at last bad some difficulty with the firm, 
who made charges against him, which, it is said, 
were not substantiated by the facts. n be 
went West, and, being a practical buiider orcar- 
1 readily found work, and iu Grand Forks 

ad been working on a new grain elevator, The 
inforwant most emphatically denied the report 
in the telegram that Ford was believed to be a 
gumbler. saying be had not gambled while liv- 
ing here, and, it he had taken to play, it must 
have been since he let t the vity. 
Sbe was much surprised to hear of his 
suicide, and thought be must have been over- 
come by his troubles. Nothmg was known of 
the woman who is suid to have registered with 
Ford at the hotel as his wife. It was also stated 
that Ford had no property when be left Chicago, 
and it was doubted ir ne possessed any of the 

roperty which he mentions in the letters found 
n his room. It is believed that be wrote 
these while under the initluence of mor- 
phine, unless he won hy gambDiing since he 
weut away what he claimed to have. 
He has a boy who lives with bis mother in Marys- 
ville,O. The Fred“ menuoned in the notes 
was au intimate friend of Ford, and is also stay- 
ing in Dakota. lady states that she re- 
ceived a letter from Ford dated Oct. 16, which 
seemed to indicate that he was cheerful enough, 
but a picture of him gave him a rather dissi- 
pated look. It is said Ford bad few acquuaint- 
ances, and only one or two friends in Chicago. 
The lady with whom he boarded also is said to 
deny that be was a gambler. 

The hotel proprietor at Grand Forks bas been 
asked what was to be dope with the body, but 
no answer tothe dispaton bad been received 
last evening. If the remains are to be sent 
here the father of the young man, whose name 
was witbheld, is to be notified. 


THE METHODISTS. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE CITY MISSION 
AND CHURCH EXTENSION SOCIETY. 

The annual meeting of the City Mission and 
Church Extension Society of the Methodist 
Church was held last evening in the lecture- room 
of the First Methodist Church.

The probable value of the church 
property is $25,650, ou which there is an indebt- 
edness of only $2,790. The outiook ts varied. 
There are 155,000 people in Chicago between the 
ages Of 6 and 2], and 75,000 of these are not in 
Sabbath-schools of any sort. The best chance 
of the church is among the children.

SUPREME COURT. 


The Danville & Vincennes Decision—An 
Interesting Point in Life-Insurance, 
Special Dravatch to the Chicag> Tribune. 

WasHineTon, D. C., Oct. 23.—The follow- 
ing decision was rendered in the Supreme 
Court of the United States today: 


A. The Chicago, Daaville & Vincennes Rall 
road Compan appellants, vs.

Excitement im the Vicinity of Grand 
Forks, Dak.—A Negros Crimes. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tytbune. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Oct. 23.—A special to the 
Pioneer-Press from Grand Forks, Dak., 
says: Great excitement prevails to- 
night.

FINANCIAL. 


Tue local money market was rather more 
active, there being a falr demand by city bor- 
rowers, and more money wanted to move into 
the country. The direction of the latter was 
mostly northwest, to those points from which 
we receive wheat and flour. The latter is being 
more freely taken for export, ana wheat hold- 
ers seem more disposed to market their proper- 
ty. Local rates were unchanged at 7@8 per 
cent, mostly at the inside, with some first-class 
paper bandied at 6@7. 

Eastern exchange was moderately active. and 
steady at Be premium per $1,000 on sales be- 
tween banks. 

The aggregate clearings of the Chicago banks 
was $7,100,000, being $1,400,000 Jess than the total 
for Monday. 

Sterling exchange was easier at 482@436%, 
posted rates, with actuul transactions at 451% 
@486, but not much doing. Documentary was 
easier at hs. Continental rates were 
Steady, as follows: Bankers’ franés, 52105176; 
ducumentary oilis, 527 035286; bankers’ marks, 
945¢@95% ; documentary marks, 934@93 %. 

It is bighly desirable that the Treasury ar- 
rangements should provide that the specie cer- 
tin cates may be redeemed here, so that they can 
be er back tor coin by holders when de- 
sired.

Shrewd traders do not thiuk it safe be caught 
short on stocks, but have no idea when the bull 
rally they expect will occur. Umaha earnings 
increased $7,0000n Monday. The net earnings 
of the Oregon Navigation Company iu Septem- 
ber were $316,000. Over 800,000 shares of Union 
Pacitic have been sold between 100 and 106. The 
committee on the stock Exchange is framing a 
new by-law which will require all corporations 
who shall hereafter piace their securities upon 
the market to sign an agreement to make no 
new additional issues without explaining to the 
satisfaction of the committee the cause of the 
same. and receive the consent of the committee 
to the issue. The board has determined to pro- 
tect the public as far as possible in future from 
the swindling operations of security manufact- 
urers. 

The Economist says: “ The monetary situation 
is improving rapidly, and at present only one ad- 
verse influence is likely to work harm. There 
is a liability of a heavy demand from the in- 
terior for gold certificates, and of tite corre- 
sponding bauks withdrawing their balances now 
neid in the centres which the cost of moving 
gold bas materially prevented heretofore. 
Aside from this possibility everything points to 
easy money. The New York banks during three 
weeks bave added to their reserve ca 
like $4,127,225, so that on Saturday last they be 
a reserve in excess of the 25 per cent aah — 
rn of $1,855,400. ring the 
period the Treasury redeemed about $10,000,000 
of call bonds. Domestic exchooges are turning in 
favor of the centres.

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were again 
active and very irregular yesterday. There was 
a selling raid early in corn and provisions, which 
exhausted itself by about ll o'clock, and after 
that the feeling was generaily stronger, being 
quite buoyant in bog product towards the close 
of Change. Wheat was relatively firm early, 
oats weaker, rye lower, and bariey easier. The 
receipts of grain were larger than the recent 
average. 

Provisions were active and very much unset- 
tled. The market was raided down e on No- 
vember pork and October lard early, while the 
more deferred futures deciined less. But there 
was then a decided reaction, as outside shorts 
sent in big orders to fill at the decline. There 
was not much selling after 10 o'clock, except on 
January lard, which was sold very freely by a 
local refining firm. Spot meate aod pork were 
easier, the latter being quoted ie per bri lowe 
at the close. November pork advanced 0e f 
the latest price of Monday, year pork 40c, Jan- 
uary pork e, March pork We, and lard futures 
after this mouth 20@22%c, thoueh Liverpool 
was quoted Is 3d lower on lard, and the local 
bog market was called 12%c lower. All closed 
some lower, but there was a rather general 
opinion that the long futures have been unduly 
depressed by sympathy with October and No- 
vember, which have heretofore commanded a 
premium only warranted by intense’ speculation. 
One teature of the trading yesterday was a de- 
cided preference for March lard and pork over 
January deliveries. On the afternoon call pork 
declined 15@25c, the near future being the 
weakest, while lard was irregular. 

Fiour was moderately active, there being a 
moderate demand for export, with rather more 
dotng on local account. The market was firm in 
spite of the easy feeling in wheat, and closed 
strong. Other milistuffs were in light supply, 
and tended to a higher range of prices. 

Wheat was moderately active and firm early 
in the day, but unsettied and tame later, though 
the marke closed up strong, in sympathy witn 
coro, at 4@\c advance on the latest prices of 
Monday. Liverpool was called dull, and our re- 
ceipts were considerably larger, while our stocks 
in store snowed an increase during last week, 
and there was little shipping demand apparent 
yesterday. The English people are just now 
filling eurrent deficiencies with American flour 
rather than wheat, and some miils in the North- 
west are said to be hard pushed to get wheat 
enough to fill their foreign contracts, the weath- 
er not having been favorable to thrashing. The 
excitement in corn apd pork ulso tends to cut 
down the volume of speculaiive trading 
in wheat. Car-iots of winter sold 
for shipment at Monday’s latest 
prices, while spring was ne lower, the ouly 
demand for No. 2 spring being to fill contracts 
ou this market. There was some inquiry for 
vessel room for whe but shippers were lim- 
ited to lower prices than asked by carriers. On 
the afternoon call tne market improved Oc. 
and closed firm. 

Corn was active and lower, though strong aft- 
er an early phase of weakness. The market de- 
clined 2@24%c on October, November, and the 
year, and lle on other futures, averaging at 
the close about le below the latest prices of Mon- 
day. The British markets were called un- 
changed, and our stocks in store were reported 
to have decreased to leas than 1,000,000 bu, but 
our receipts were much larger, and the idea 
that bigger supplies of old corn than have been 
guessed at will soon be reinforced by liberal 
shipments from the South drove the bears wild 
with excitement. They sold as if they thought 
the whole West is strewn a mile deep with corn. 
But it was reported that St. Louis bad only re- 
ceived four car-louads of new corn yesterday, 
and all ot that did not grade No.2. Then sbip- 
pers put iu an appearance bere with a really 
good demand which lasted all through the ses- 
sion, and this turned the tide in futures; some 
of those who bad sold freely at the outset are 
now filling in at the decline. In the afternoon 
the year was easier, but all closed tirm, and the 
curbstone was unusually quiet after the call was 
over, 

Oats were active and lower early in sympathy 
with corn, but Subsequently became stronger iu 
consequence of an active demand for shipment, 
and the closing prices were generally the bighest 
of the day. No. 2 spot sold mostly at Shine.

The 
notable feature of the day was the large in- 
crease in the number of bright samples as com- 
pared with the general condition of the stocks 
offered since the new crop began to come io.

Green fruits were moving fairly. There were 
few peaches io, and fof tnose about Monday's 
price was paid. Grapes were steady at e per 
ib. Apples unchanged. Eggs were steady at 
%4@25c per doz, Hides are slow at the prices 
ruling for the past month, tanners still buying 
sparingly in anticipation of a decline. The mar- 
ket for metals and tinners’ ware is unchanged, 
all descriptions being in good demand. Potatoes 
are steady at 45@50¢ per bu by the car-lot on 
track. Hay was firm for the higher grades, 
with no demand for inferior kiuds. Timothy 
seed was firm and higher, prime being quotable 
at SGL rz. Clover seed was nominal, with 
little good seed offermmg. Flaxseed was firm at 
$1.21@1.22% on track and delivered. 

It was remarked yesterday that if prices be 
high cuough the stuff will come in whether it be 
inthe country or not. It certainly looks as if 
this were true in the case of corn. At the same 
time the men‘who have sold corn on the theory 
that itis coming here from the South may find 
that they have sold too much. The short sales 
during the first hour yesterday were possibly 
not far from equal to the whole crop of Ken- 
tucky.

By its very 
vis inertia this kind of “support” will hold the 
stage uniess disiodged by an awakened public 
opinion t will have nothing less than the 
same intelligence and fidelity to truth iu nature 
in the most insignificant as in the greatest parts. 

“ They do these things better in France,“ was 
said by an English King 800 years ago, and the 
saying boids good to this day.

Acts of Con- 
gress that were originally intended to open up 
and settle the Far West. and provide homes for 
thousands of industrious and worthy poor peo- 
ple have been taken advantage of by the sbark- 
speculators, and innumerable frauds are daily 
perpetrated, all tending to arrest actual settle- 
ment by peopie honestly desiring to obtain a 
bome. 

I. There is the Preémption act, whereby a per- 
son Can prefmpt 160 acres of Government land. 
and after a resideace of six mouths and ¢ulti- 
vation of a certain number of acres, * prove 
up.“ and by paying $1.25 an acre receivea 

tent for the same. How does it operate? 

bere are hundreds in our Western towns who 
make application under this act, build a wooden 
shanty. supply it. with a tabie, stove, and a few 
tin dishes, get employment in town, visit their 
claims once a week or month, and at the expira- 
tion of six months obtain their Government 
patent, simpiy for the purpose of speculation. 
After selling their claim to larger speculators 
they can try the game over again. 

2. Then there are what are known as soldiers’ 
decilaratories. Any soldier having served this 
country and received an honorable discharge 
way file a soidier’s declaratory against 160 acres 
ot Government land, which holds it against all 
comers for the period of six months from the 
date of filing. How does it opera? Specu- 
lators get these 1 copy will 
do) by bundreds from 1 sO@hers in large 
cities, and file them against the finest claims. 
thus cempetling the actual settler to pay them 
$50, 8100. or FA. as the case may be, before they 
will relinquish their so-called rights.’’ To ob- 
Viate this evil the soldier should be compelled 
to file his Geclaration in person. 

3. In regard to the Tree-Claim act, there are 
thousands who bave taken out papers, and that 
is the last of it. No further attention is paid to 
the matter. as they bave one year witbid which 
to complete the required improvements. The 
majority are hoidiug for speculative purposes. 
In reward to this act, they should be required to 
make the year’s improvement within thirty days 
from time of application. , 

The Homestead act requires an actual settle- 
ment on ciaim tor a period of at least six 
months in the year for five years and improve- 
ment ot claim. But there is a clause which 
should be stricken out—namely: “the right to 
prove Up at the expiration of six months. and 
Dy paying $1.25 an acre obtain a patent for the 
and. 

Unless some immedtate attention is given to 
these matters by Congress the Government 
lands intended for actual settlement will have 
passed into tne bands of greedy speculators, 
and Dakota., instead of being a thickly-settled 
State in the near future, will consists mainiy of 
large tracts ot land owned by land monopoiists.

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GOOD NURSES. 


Gratifying Progress Made by the I- 
linois Training-School. 


What Has Been Done During the Year— 
Plans for the Future. 


The second annual meeting of the Illinois 
Training-School for Nurses was held at the 
Palmer House last evening. ‘There were 
present, among others, Judge Lawrence, Mr. 
and Mrs. N. K. Fairbank, Mr. and Mrs. 
Judge Rogers, Commissioner Purington and 
wife, Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson, Dr. Stan- 
ford Schallie of New Orleans, Mr. and Mrs. 
A. L. Cobb, and A. L. Turpin, 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. J. 
C. Hilton, who explained that the President, 
are. C. B. Lawrence, was absent on account 
of family affliction. 

Mrs. W. S. Smith, the Corresponding Sec- 
retary, read 

THE ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT, 
which was as follows: 

In calhng this meeting to order it is hard 
necessary for me to state its object. V all 
know we have mot tonieht for the purpose: ot 
holding the second annual meeting of the In. 
nois Training-School for Nurses, and the Board 
of Directors are glad to have this opportunity of 
thanking the friends and patrons of the school 
for the generous support it bas received, 

[say the second annual meeting, and yet the 
school bas only beeu in operation eighteen 
mouths, for the first six months were speat in 
organization and collection of the necessary 
funds to start it. Not until May 1. 1881, was the 
school formally opened and the first class ad- 
mitted to ite training. 

And tbis ie the reason why we have as yet no 
graduates to send forth among private families 
which would demonstrate the superiority of the 
nurses trained by its cure. The course of its in- 
struction takes two years to complete, and it is 
not until the end of the second year that the 
pupil nurses graduate and pass from the school 
to tneir professional service outside. 

There is a proyision in our Constitution which 
says that the Superintendent of the Training- 
School shall have power to send out the pupils 
to private cases during the second year of their 
uovitiate, ano this has led to some disappoint- 
ment ou the part of those desirous of engaging 
such uurses. But there is also the provision 
“that she shall ret@in them to act as bead 
nurses in the hospital, if needed.” And this last 
wus our need this year: The balf dozen youug 
ladies who might bave been sent out were re- 
quired to take charge of certain wards there 
whose duties bad hitherto been performed by 
graduates from Bellevue. Auomer fact the 


Board of Directors would like to mention, 80. 


that the public may not be imposed upon by 
persons representing themselves as baving been 
trained in our school for nurses, when they have 
been simply tried, and failed. Not all who enter 
the school are deemed worthy to stay there. 
They go io on probation for one month. Some- 
times the Superintendent decides against 
their remaining longer, sometimes they 
themselves prefer to leave, not liking the work, 
It more often vores segs though, that both are 
satistied, the contract is signed, and the two 
years of training begin. 

Occasionally, however, even then, a difficulty 
may occur which causes the pupil to leave the 
school. She may be dismissed for cause, or she 
may take offense at sometbing or somebody, 
and choose to violate ber contract, thus making 
herseif liable to penalty by law. in any of 
these cases she may truthfully assert that she 
has been trained in the Ulinols School. when 
that school would be most unwilling to indorse 
her, oc be responsible for either her skill or 
conduct. 

The Board of Directors therefore take this 
opportuaity of making knowa to the public 
that they will only be responsible for those 
nurses who bave their diplomas to show, or 
some written tadorsement acknowledging them 
as uodergraduates. A nurse who is not abie to 
show one of these two documents may bave 
been a member of the school fora time, but bas 
been unworthy in some way, or she would pos- 
sess the necessary recommendation. 

A truining-sebooi for nurses is an institution 
of necessarily slow growth, for it takes time to 
develop the object it has in view. Our object is 
not only or primarily to nurse well the sick poor 
in Cook County Hospital, but to educate and 
train there nurses for the general public, who 
can come at the call ot any — to take 
skiliful care of his patients and carry out intel- 
ligently the treatment de prescribes. Could Chi- 
cago at all realize che importance of this work it 
would be wiiling to subscribe any amount that 
might be necessary to piace the school on a firm 
footing. Its failure would be a public calamity, 
its success the greatest boon. 

The Board of Directors are determined to 
spare no‘etfort in making it all it should be, and 
conudently expect to see it take rank among (ne 
tirst of noble enterprises that crowd our city. 
To this end a permanent dome is needed. Teu 
thousand doliars are already subscribed for its 
erection, and when I add that the school — | 
owns the lot on which itis to be built you will 
agree with us, I think, that the home will be 
ours before long. 

Another need ts a roll of membership in the 
association thar shall yield us $4,000 or 85.000 a 
year. The Cook County Commissioners pay us 
a little over $5,000 annually for nursing the pa- 
tients in the different wards committed to our 
care. But that is not enough to pay our ex- 
penses. The sularies of Superintendent, Matron, 
and purses amount to over $2,000; then there 
are the housekcep.ng expenses whichytor a fam- 
lly now numbering twenty-six sons, can 
bardly be defrayed for less than $7,000 annually 
as long as we have the rents of two houses to 
pay. and additional lodging-rooms beside. An 
association such as we are trying to create, of 
members who shall pay $10 each every year for 
the support of this school, would yield an as- 
sured income most desirable, and really neces- 
sary tu success, 

In process of time, the Directors believe that 
the school will become almost self-sustaining, 
for as it increases in size we shall have a few 
undergraduates every year to send out to pri- 
vate causes. Those persons employing them will 
pay the corporation (not the nurses) for their 
services, and (bis arrangement will prove an ad- 
ditional source of income. But for the present 
the school will need the generous support of a 
public fully persuaded of its ultimate value. 


THE SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

Mrs. Thomas Burrows. the Recording Sec- 
retary, followed with her report—a concise 
review of the work for the year. It was as 
follows: 


In presenting to you the second annual report 
of the Lilinois Training-Schooil for Nurses | feel 
assured that the friends of the school will con- 
gratulate the Board of Directors upon the re- 
inarkable progress made during the last twelve 
months. The report of one year ago was the 
record of the tirst five months of the school. 
Then we had two wards and eight pupil nurses; 
now we bave six wards and twenty-one pupil 
nurses. The wards include the obstetrical, 
one female surgical, one female medi- 
cal, one male medical, the gyueccological, 
and the children's ward. We huve under our 
truwing every female nur in Cook Conaty 
Hospital, and every female patient and every 
child is under the care of The training-school 
nurses. It is not only the different cure that 
these patients receive, which is the difference 
of skilled and unekilled labor, but the moral 
tove uf the wards, as alfected by our nurses, is 
very noticeable. Especially is this so in the ob- 
stetrical department. In times past the motber 
went out with her child wrapped in a warm 
sheet, but through the iuflueuce of the training- 
schoo! material is donated for a suit of clothing, 
which the wother makes while in the hospital. 
This, with the huwanizing intiuence she re- 
ceives at the bands of a refined and gentle 
woman, makes ber willing tw go out 
with her comfortably-ciad child and 
work for it. The triends and patrons of 
the training-schooi are notonly providing for 
themselves and their dear cues, skilled purses 
in time of sickness, and also giving to the home- 
less and perhaps degruded pauper patient better 
care and attention than could possibiy be given 
in any Other way, but there is a moral atmos- 
phere in the wards of the training-schoo! that 
must purify and elevate the inmates, especially 
the women. 

The number of patients nursed each month 
bas averaged 150. There bas been delivered be- 
tore our pupil nurses a course of lectures on 
anatomy, physiology, materia medica, the ther- 
apeutics, obstetrics, and surgery, electricity, 
mussage, and bething. In addition to this the 
Superintendent has conducted recitauons twice 
a week from the New Huven manual. The re- 
ports from the members of the medical staff 
who have delivered these lectures have been 
very satisfactory, and to these physicians, who, 
regardiess of time or trouble, have so faithfully 
delivered these lectures our thanks are due. 

The home for our nurses is located at Nos. 67 
and 69 Flournoy street, at a rental of $85 per 
month. Very great care and attention bave 
been given to this department of our schoul by 
the Houschold Committee. The family has av- 
eraged twenty-four in number, and the avera 
expense of the table has been $250 per month. 
In this connection we desire to thank the Wash- 
ington lee Company for so generously supply- 
ing the home with ice free of charge. Duri 
the year the board has purchased a lot on whic 
to erect a permanent home. The lot is paid for, 
and $1,000 bas been already subscribed towards 
the building. The bills have been carefully 
examined each month by the Audit 
Committee, and this committee, as we 
as the entire Board of Directors, feels 
certain that the exvenditure is as low as 
could be expected. The great success that has 
attended ali our efforts during the past year 
only serves to make us feel bow much more we 
could do with | r means, and especially with 
a greater capacity for lodging and taking ty 4 
care of our purses. We are very much in the 
condition of a prosperous business man witha 
very limited capital. He is compelied to see 
day by day opportunities for enlarging his busi- 
ness and his profits escape him for lack of means; 
and so to those who ask why we do not bave 
twice or three three times as Many purses as 
we have, not only because by so doing addition- 
al wards could be taken charge of, but the

The New Vork Tribune publishes some 


letters from Emerson to Carlyle which have 
never appeared before, and also a letter from 


Jane Welsh to Carlyle—all of which are in- 
teresting reading. Some extracts from these 
documents will give a good idea of their 
contents. The first letter is from Jane Welsh 
to Thomas Carlyle, and has ao date, but it 
was evidently written in the spring of 1526. 
It is directed “To Thomas Carlyle Esq., 
Hoddam Hill, Eecclefechan.” The Carlyles 
left Hoddam Hill in May, 1826, and removed 
to Scotsbrig, and the marriage took place in 
We know from Mr. Froude’s biog- 
raphy that a long and somewhat unpleasant 
discussion of the way and place of living 
preceded the marriage. Mrs. Welsh was 
a widow, and Jane was her only child. She 
suggested that Carlyle should come and live 
with her at Haddington, but he refused 
bluntly “to live in a house of which he was 
not head. Ille must have a place of his own, 
where he could “slam the door against 
nauseous intruders.” Several other schemes 
were proposed. Mrs. Weish, having no great 
liking for Haddington, and feeling unable to 
stay there without her daughter, resolved to 
xive up her house after the marriage, and go 
to her father at Templand. It occurred to 
Carlyle that the house at Haddington would 
do well for himself as soon as Mrs. Welsh 
was out of it, and he could “slam the door.” 
It might have occurred to him,” says Mr. 
Froude, that under such altered circum- 
stances, where she would be surrounded by 
a number of — to every one of 
whom her choice appeared like madness, 
Miss Welsh might object to living yg 
much as her mother.” The following is her 
reply to the proposition: 

ADDINGTON, Monday.—Well, Dearest, you 
are certainly one of the sublimest geniuses that 
the world ever saw! To imagine fora moment 
1 would not live anywhere on earth rather than 
in this vile Haddington! What a surprising, in- 
human scheme! Bring me back to Haddington 
after ail my longings to get out of it—back to 
such an Inferno just when I thought my deliv- 
érance sure. Nein, nein! My will is not so en- 
tirely “ cast into fusion" that it would by. any 

ible process be molded to this! Only think, 
r. Carlyle. could you—you of all men living— 
ussoviate wilh, or bear to see your wife associate 
with, the inane, jow-minded who make 
the society of Haddington? No, truly! Unless 
you be an infinitly more tolerant person than 1 
have hitherto tuken you for—more tolerant 
then I should like to think rou—you would 
rather at once curse God aud die. The last pro- 
posed arrangement, then, is out of the question; 
for your sake not less than my own it must not 
be. For, really, to slam this door in tho face of 
people whom it has been open to from my child- 
hood upward, and who, with all their faults and 
failings, have never bebuved but civilly and 
often even kiadly to me, would be such au as- 
sertion of the human mind as I confess I have 
not yet got sufficient nerve for. 80. if you 
please, arest—iodeed, whether you please or 
no—we will not live at Hadd, so long as there is 
a babitabie world all about it. And my mother 
may conciude wat —— — she pleases with Dr. 
Fytfe, just the same as if no such proposal 
u made to her. This is rund und kurz. 


The first letter from Emerson is dated 
March 12, 1835, and in it he says: 

Some friends here are very desirous that Mr. 
Fraser sbould send out to a keelier here fifty 
ora hundred copies of the Sartor. So many we 
want very mach; they would be sold at once. 
It we kuew that two or three hundred would be 
taken up we sbould reprint it now. But we 
think it better to satisfy the known inguirers 
for the book first, and, when they have extended 
the demand for it, then to reproduce it, a nat- 
uralized Yankee. The lovers of Teufeisdrock 
bere are sulliciently entbusiastic. I am an icicie 
to them. They think Eagiand must be biind 
and deaf if the Professor makes no more impres- 
sion there than yet appears. I. with the most 
affectionate wishes for TbomasCarivie’s fame. am 
mainiy bent on securing the medicinal virtues 
of bis book for my young neighbors. The good 
people think he overpraises Goethe. There I 
give him uo to their wrath. But I bid them 
mark his unsiecping moral sentiments; that 
every other nmoralist occasionally nods, becomes 
com plaiseat and traditional—but this man is, 
witho.< interval, on the side of equity and bu- 
mauity. I am grieved for you, O wise friend, 
that you cannot put in your own contemptuous 
disclaimer of such Puritanical pleas as are set 
up for you, but eacb creature and Levite must 
do after bie kind. Yet do not imagine that I 
will burt you in this unseen domain of yours by 
any Boswellism. Every suffrage you get here 
is fairly yourown. Nobody is coaxed to admire 
you; and you have won friends whom I 
should be proud to show you, and honora- 
ble women nota few. And cannot you rener 
and confirm your sugresuon todcn your own 
appearance in this continent. Ah, if 1 could give 
four intimation the binding force of an oracu- 
ar word! ina few months, please God, at most, 
{ shall have wife, house, and bome, wherewith 
and wherein to return your former hospitality; 
and if | could draw wy prophet and his propnhet- 
ess to brighten and immortalize my lodge, and 
make it the window through whicb for a sum- 
mer you should look out on a field which Co- 
jumbus, and Berkeley, and Lafayette did not 
scorn to sow, my sun should shine clearer, and 
life would promise'something better than peace.

My DEAR CARLYLE: Since I wrote a couple ot 
letters to you—I know notexactly when—bDut in 
near succession many, many weeks awo—there 
has come to me Wilhelm Meister in three vol- 
umes, good to s. good to read, indeed quite 
irresiatible; fur, thougb I thought 1 knew it all, 
i began at the beginning and read to the end of 
the Appreaticesuip, and no doubt shall dispatch 
tne Traveis on the earliest holiday.

Seovilie quite weil. She first roomed on the 
third floor and he on the second, and after a 
short time she took a room on the second 
floor. He saw the contents of her trunk 
at one time, but saw no underclothing 
of hers there or anywhere else. The trunk 
had just come from Washington, and she 
showed him Guiteau’s hat, and said she would 
like to sell it. ‘The witness said he had no 
particular desire for the hat, and she put it 
back. Mr. Fitzgerald got mixed as to the 
number of times he had had conversations 
with Mrs. Scoville, putting the number at 
500 or more, while he had only known her 
fora few months. When he said he spoke 
to her fifty timesadav and their conversa- 
tions usually lasted half an hour or more, he 
found he had little time left for anything 
else, and qualified his statements by saying 
the number of times he spoke to her must 
have been less than he stated.

THE BATTLE OF CORINTH. 


Gen. Ducat’s Story of the Battie, and 
Mis Opinion of Gen. Hamilton’s 
Paper. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

DowNER’s Grove, III.. Oct. 18.—In your 
issue of today under the above heading you 
published a paper read by Maj.-Gen. C. 8. 
Hamilton, late U. S. A., at the anniversary 
dinner of the surviving officers of the battle 
of Corinth. Gen. Hamilton is represented as 
having read as follows: 

[The extract given is too long to publish 
entire. Itis the statement made by the es- 
sayist that the plan of the battle embraced 
the retirement of Davies’ division, when at- 
tacked, when Hamilton and McKean were to 
fall on both flanks of the enemy. This would 
have cut the Federal ferces into three sepa- 
rated commands. Gen. Hamilton goes on to 
say that this plan was frustrated, and that 
he refused to obey the order of Rosecrans 
“brought by Gen. A. C. Ducat’ to charge 
the enemy at night until the commanding 
officer could look over the ground. Gen. 

‘rans, he says, came to his headquar- 
ters, looked at the situation, and placed the 
troops as Hamilton had suggested. 

The one important fact stated by Gen. 
Hamilton has not been generally kuown,”’ 
and in that he is very right. From none of 
the 17.000 men of our army at Corinth is 
there, to the knowledge of the writer, any 
word of record even, suggesting] that there 
was any such plan of the battie of Corinth as 
described by Gen. Hamilton, and it will be 
a great surprise to the oſheers, who, it is 
supposed, should have a pretty intimate 
knowledge of the plans of the General com- 


manding. 

Gen. Hamilton had the right of the line of 
battle on the morning of thé 3d. That line 
Gen. Rosecrans in his report clearly gives 
his reasons for. He did not know just 
where the enemy would strike him, and his 
small torce of cavalry was fully engaged as 
stated by him. His line was therefore 
made to first check an advance upon 
any of the roads leading to his 
position open to the enemy, from 
the west, north, and northeast, until the 
point of real attack could be fully deter- 
mined, All troops were within supportmg 
distance. As before stated, Gen. Hamilton 
was on the right, and it would be his duty to 
fill our line of battie on his left and not lose 
it, and to use the discretion of a Major-Gen- 
eral commanding a large and fine division of 
a small army not in violation of orders. The 
position of Gen. Hamilton's command at the 
early stage of the battle was an important 
one. It guarded the right from au attack on 
a point where one might weil be anticipated, 
with no cavalry of our own on this front. No 
attack having been made in “that direction, 


there was still plenty of work for 
Gen. Hamilton, with his tine and 
brave division, even without orders, 
as the main body of the enemy had 


been hurled upon our centre, held by the 
gallant division of Gen. Davies on the left of 
Gen. Hamilton, which he was supposed to 
have touched. The sight and noise of battle 
is always a pretty true guide to a soldier as 
to where he should go and where he belongs. 
Gen. Hamilton must not fall into the error 
that because Davies’ division, after a most 
obstinate and gallant resistance, was obliged 
to fail back for awhile, that this was part of 
the “box” he describes, anda part of the 

lan he suggests as that of Gen. Kosecrans. 

f the foresight of the General commanding 
had been as good as Gen. Hamilton’s back- 
sight is now, and the enemy had been kind 
enough to inform him (Rosecrans) just what 
he was goine to do, he might have made an- 
other order of battle, and it is possible, 
though not prebable, that the enewy would 
have been „ on his first attacks, al- 
though he had the great advantage of being 
the attacking party. 

The fact that the centre and left were “being 
driven a little under vastly superior force, 
and the fact that Gen. Hamilton's division 
had not been and was not then engaged, 
was made known to the General command- 
ing, and Gen. Hamilton was ordered to at- 
tack the enemy, the order reaching him in 
the afternoon. The attack was made with 
one brigade—Gen. Sullivan’s—and did not 
relieve the pressure on the left and centre. 
which were desperately fought ana held by 
McArthur, Hackleman, Davies, Oglesby, 
McKeen, Stanley. Crocker, Mower, Smith, 
others—fighting, as they were, with superior 
numbers—fiom early in the morning until 
late in the afternoon. The enemy made a 
partialj change of front to resist Hamilton. 

As to the night attack mentioned by Gen. 
Hamilton as having been ordered by Gen. 
Rosecrans, the writer has no recollection of 
any such order or any such suggestion by the 
General commanding. Theonly night attack 
he rewembers being talked of was the second 
night of the pursuit of the enemy, after the 
battle, when an attempt to overtake the ene- 
my and attack him was talked of, but 
abandoned and not ordered, from the condi- 
tion of the stock. Can Gen. Hamilton con- 
found this with an order he supposed he re- 
ceived? if Gen. secrans ever contem- 

lated a night attack on the night of the 

surely his other Generals and commanding 
officers other than Gen. Hamilton, and some 
members of his staff, would be made ge- 
guainted with it. It is hardly probable that 
Gen. Hamilton’s division, alone and un- 
supported, would be ordered to 
make such an attack. Night attacks 
are no under certain circumstances, 
when well arranged and carried out, alwa 
such absurd things as Gen. Hamilton would 
lead his hearers and his readers to suppose.

A NOVEL DUEL. 


Two Young Farmers of North Carolina 
Fight for Three Hours, with Morse- 
whips as Weapons. 

Special Dispatcn to The Uhicago Tribune. 
Greensporno, N. C., Oct. 24.—A bloody, 
eruel, and novel duel was fought this morhb- 
ing in the lower edge of Guilford between 

Ralph Johnston and Saks Williams, two 

young farmers of that section, and rivals for 

the affection of a young lady. Bad feelings 
had existed between them for some time, 
ending in harsh words day before yesterday. 

Soon after Johnston sent a friend to Wil 

lams with a letter demanding a retraction of 

certain language used. The latter declined 
to withdraw his remarks, and further corre- 
spondence resulted in an agreement to meet 
in hostile combat, the time being fixed for 
this morning. The articles drawn up speci- 
fied as the weapons horsewhips—something 
not heretofore recognized by the code in 
North Carolina. These weapons were cho- 
sen, it is understood, in order that the par- 
ties could thereby evade the penalties of the 
dueling law. which does not specify as dead- 
ly weapons horsewhips. Under the rules of 
the fight, each man was required to stand up 
on a line traced upon the ground, making 
the distance between the combatants about 
three feet. They were armed with heavy 
horsewhips especially selected far the fignt, 
and the second of each duelist was supplied 
with an extra whip to be used by his princi- 
pal in the event of the wearing out or break- 
ing of the weapon. The con@atants met 
this morning according to agreement. 

The field selected was a hard and 

level spot about half a mile from 

the main road. ‘The lines were made up of 
rope fastened to the ground with long sta- 

les. Afteravain attempt had been made 
y the seconds to adjust the difficulty the 
men took places for the fight. Both were in 
their shirt-sleeves, the provisions of the fight 
being that no coat, vest, or undershirt should 
be worn. At 7 o’clock the question was 
asked, Gentlemen, are yee ready?“ Each 
man nodded his head. The command 
Strike!“ was then given and the duelists 
fell to blows with vigor. Although ‘he 
blows: given were heavy and fast, neither 
man flinched. Upon the hands and faces of 
the combatants great welts soon rose, and 
the shirts of the men soon gave evidence 
that blood was being drawn. Attimes they 
wielded their weapons with one and then 
with both hands, and occasionally one or 
the other was forced by the desper- 
ate assault of his adversary to fall 
back from his line. After tighting half an 
hour time was called, and the men, nearly 
breathless, were given brief resting time. 
The fight continued for three hours, with 
short intervals for rest. The seconds finally 
decided the requirements of the code had 
been complied with, and forced the com- 
batants to desist. It is understood that 
Johnston was more severely hurt than his 
adversary. and that there is not a place on his 
body that is not covered with welte, many of 
which have gashed the flesh in a horrible 
manner. Williamsis almost in the same 
condition, and both men are suffering terri- 
bly from the effects of their wounds, which 
are such that they can scarcely lie down, 
their feet being almost the only parts not 
covered with whip cuts. No arrests have 
been made, and the friends of the duelists 
are endeavoring to hush the matter.

A Gallant Tugman Gets His Pay— 
Liability for Packages. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Di- 
vorees, and Criminal Matters. 


A Towage Salvage Case. 

Judge Drummond yesterday morning de- 
cided the admiralty case of C. H. Sullivan 
and others, owners of the steam tug G. K. 
Green, against the steam tug Albatross, to 
recover $150. It was shown thaton the 26d 
of December, 1876, the tug Albatross while 
lying at a dock in the Miiwaukee River 
slipped her movrings and drifted out into 
the lake during a severe gale of wind. The 
weather was very cold, the thermometer be- 
ing 24 degrees below zero, a stiff gale was 
blowing, and the lake was filled with ice. 
The tug Green, at great peril and risk, 
steamed out into the lake, and, after a three 
hours’ search, captured the Albatross and 
brought her into port. The ownersof the 
Green claimed the services were ex- 
tra hazardous, and that they were 
entitled to $150 in the nature of salvage. 
The Judge held the service rendered was 
a meritorious one, and, although not perhaps 
strictly speaking a salvage, still it was sal- 
vage in the nature of towage, and the owners 
were entitled toa liberal reward for their 
enterprise and courage in venturing out un- 
der such circumstances. The fact also that 
the parties subsequently agreed on $150 as 
the proper compensation was such a settie- 
mept of the price that a court could not very 
well interpose. The decree of the District 
Court fixing the compensation at $150 would 
therefore be confirmed. 


The Lake-Front Case. 

It was expected the argument on the mo- 
tion for injunction in the old Lake-Front bill 
of the United States against the City of Chi- 
cago and others would be heard yesterday 
morning before Judge Drummond. A sup 
plemental bill had been filed Monday, mak- 
ing the ** Nickel-Plate ”’ Road a party, and an 
injunction was asked against it to prevent it 
from locating on the Lake-Front, and a mo- 
tion was also made to redocket the papers in 
the original case, which was heard by Judge 
Drummond in 1869. The attorneys in the 
case appeared before Judge Drummond, and 
a copy of the order asked for as to the restora- 
tion of the papers, etc., was presented. Mr. 
Frank Adams, however, was absent, and 
sent word by Mr. Grinnell that he wanted an 
opportunity to be heard before any orders 
were made in the matter. Mr. Grinnell! prom- 
ised that nothing should be donein the mean- 
time about the entry of he Nickel-Plate” 
Road, and the case was then postponed to 
Tuesday next. 


A Storekeeper’s Bespousibility for Pack- 
ages. 

Judge Rogers heard the appeal case of Mrs. 
J. Coventry against C. W. & E. Pardridge, Mon- 
day, which involved the question of the de- 
fendasgts’ responsibility for packages left in 
their store. In the fall of 1881, Mrs. Coven- 
try went into the Boston Store” to make 
some purchases, having with her a satchel 
which she placed in charge of a clerk. While 
she was trading the satchel was stolen. and 
she brought suit to recover its value, holding 
the defendants as proprietors of the store 
were liable. She recovered a judgment in 
the J ustice’s Court for $26.25, the defendants 
making no appearance. he Pardridges 
claimed it was a rule of their store that no 
clerk was allowed to take charge of a parcel, 
but was required to send it to the main desk. 
A bevy of lady clerks testified to this effect, 
and so took the jury by storm that they ac- 
quitted the defendants.
